A commendable example of devotion to duty under try- 
ing conditions is presented in the case of Lieut. Newton A. 
McCully, U.S.N., Naval Attaché to the American Lega- 
tions in Tokio and Pekin, who is now with the Russian 
forces in the beleaguered city of Port Arthur. Lieuten- 
ant McCully entered Port Arthur on the last train that 
arrived there before communication between that city 
and Mukden was cut off by the Japanese. He has re- 
mained there ever since, but recently, according to un- 
official advices, the Japanese authorities offered to pro- 
vide him with safe exit from the city and with facilities 
for proceeding to a neutral port. This offer, while high- 
ly appreciated, has been declined by Lieutenant Mc- 
Cully, who announces that he will remain at Port Ar- 
thur and take his chances, which manifestly involve the 
possibility of death. The French Naval Attaché has 
also decided to hold on at Port Arthur, but the other 
attachés, it is understood, have availed themselves of 
this opportunity to leave in safety. While there has 
been no definite information on the subject, there is 
reason to believe that Lieutenant McCully has been al- 
lowed to accompany the Russian fleet in at least one of 
its sorties from Port Arthur, so thoroughly has he in- 
gratiated himself with the Russian officials at Port Ar- 
thur. In their reports to St. Petersburg it is under- 
stood the officials at Mukden spoke in the highest terms 
of our attaché and of the manner in which he was con- 
ducting himself. While the reports received at the Navy 
Department from Lieutenant McCully will be confiden- 
tial, it can be stated that he holds the Russians in high 
esteem as fighters, and he is of the opinion that with the 
forces at their command the troops with whom he has been 
associated and whose operations he has been enabled to 
observe have done well. The Navy Department is 
highly pleased that Lieutenant McCully should have 
shown such a spirit in his devotion to the work assigned 
him at Port Arthur, and believe that his diary of events 
at Port Arthur and the observations he has, through 
the courtesy of the Russians, been permitted to make, will 
be of immense value. Lieutenant McCully’s soldierly 
demeanor is exactly in keeping with that of the other 
Améfrican officers who have been detailed to observe the 
military and naval operations of the war in the Far 
East. Cable despatches describing some of the hardest 
battles of the campaign quote both Japanese and Rus- 
sians as amazed at the coolness and indifference to dang- 
er which uniformly characterize the bearing of Ameri- 
can Officers under fire. The example of our military and 
naval attachés is one which their fellow Americans 
will contemplate with becoming pride. A correspond- 
ent of the St. Petersburg Gazette, in a_ letter 
describing incidents at the battle of Vafangow, says: 
“Lieutenant Vokoulin stood beside two American 
attachés, Lieut. Col. Walter 8S. Schuyler, U.S.A., and 
Capt. William V. Judson, U.S. Engineer Corps. He was 
greatly impressed by their soldierly bearing. They did 
not leave the firing line a single minute, but stood calmly 
observing the battle raging around and unconcernedly 
smoked cigars, although shells were bursting and bullets 


whizzing.” 


While the framers of the platform adopted by the 
Democratic National Convention doubtless had some 
definite idea in mind when they declared for a reduction 
of the United States Army “to the point historically 
demonstrated to be safe and sufficient,” it is too bad that 
they did not go a step further and explain their mean- 
ing in terms which the average citizen could understand. 
Has the safe and sufficient size of the Army ever been 
historically demonstrated? Can it ever be demonstrated 
in a country which is constantly growing in population, 
trade, wealth and responsibility? Is it possible to fix a 
maximum at which the Army shall be ample at all times 





for the maintenance of the constitution and the protec- 
tion of National interests? At the outbreak of the Civil 
War and again at the outbreak of the Spanish War the 
Army was grievously inadequate to the work required of 


* it, and the cost and duration of both conflicts was enor- 


mously increased by the necessity of organizing, training 
and equipping volunteer forces to meet the emergency. 
The late Major Gen. Emory Upton, U.S.A., one of the 
keenest of all students of military problems, is on rec- 
ord with the deliberate opinion that if the Government 
had had twenty thousand Regular troops at the battle 
of Bull Run the Civil War would have ended then and 
there. It may interest those who contend for an arbi- 
trary limit to the size of the army, to learn that our mili- 
tary strength is less to-day in proportion to population 
than it was in the days of Jefferson or of Monroe. In 
1800 the Army numbered about ninety-six men for each 
100,000 of population, and in 1820 it numbered about 
103 for each 100,000, but to-day it numbers only about 
seventy-five for each 100,000. In 1880 it was only forty 
per 100,000, but the experiences of the Spanish War cer- 
tainly did not historically demonstrate that that limit 
was either safe or sufficient. 
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One of the determining elements in the War of 1812, 
namely the superiority of American naval guns and 
gunnery, is forcibly described by Capt. Alfred T. Mahan, 
U.S.A., retired, in the current number of Scribner’s 
magazine. Captain Mahan points out that while the 
British were twice as strong as the Americans in car- 
ronades or short guns, which gave them a marked ad- 
vantage in fighting at close quarters, the Amercans were 
four times as strong as the British in long guns, which 
gave them a corresponding advantage in fighting at long 
range. These factors virtually enabled the Americans 
to dictate the conditions of battle and contributed large- 
ly to their success. “There was one reason,” Captain 
Mahan continues, “why such short range favored the 
British against the Americans. The schooners of the 
latter, not being built for war, carried their guns on a 
deck unprotected by bulwarks. The men, being exposed 
from the feet up, could be swept away by canister, 
which is a quantity of small iron balls packed in a case 
and fired from a cannon. When discharged these sep- 
arate and spread like buckshot, striking many in a 
group. They can maim or kill a man, but their range 
is short and penetrative power small. A bulwark vessel 
was, so to say, armored against canister; for it makes no 
difference whether the protection is six inches of wood 
or ten of iron, provided it keeps out the projectile. The 
American schooners were in this respect wholly vulner- 
able. Of the great long-gun superiority of the Americans 
considerably more than one-half was in the unprotected 
schooners; distributed that is, among several vessels not 
built for war, and not capable of acting well together, 
so as to concentrate their fire. There is no equality 
between ten guns in five such vessels and the same 
ten concentrated on one deck under one captain.” 
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There is a hint for the naval authorities of the United 
States in the measures taken by the British Govern- 
ment to encourage the study of foreign languages by 
naval officers. The arrangement provides that twenty 
officers of or below the rank of commnader may be 
sent abroad on full pay to study languages and that the 
time thus occupied shall count as “service.” Officers 
who acquire proficiency in one or more foreign languages 
will receive gratuities, and a special fynd equivalent fo 
$650 annually will be distributed among midshipmen 
who specially qualify themselves in French, German, 
Italian or Spanish. In view of the close treaty relations 
between England and Japan, officers are to be strongly 
encouraged to master the Japanese language, it being 
considered highly important that each party to the al- 
liance should instruct its officers in the language of the 
other. One of the results expected from the plan to send 
officers abroad for language study, is that those who 
avail themselves of it will afterward be qualified to con- 
duct similar courses on board the ships to which they 
may be assigned, and thus train midshipmen in the same 
branch. The adoption of this system places language- 
study among the commissioned officers of the British 
navy on a broader basis than it has occupied hitherto 
and gives it almost the status of an independent branch 
of naval education. If it operates as usefully as its 
authors expect, it will deserve the earnest attention of 
other navies, including our own,

Evidently the movement in Wngland looking to the 
general adoption of oil fuel in the British navy has been 
permanently checked by the report of the board of 
United States Navy officers on the use of liquid fuel, 
Which appeared in these columns on June 18. When the 
British Admiralty was convinced a year or two ago that 
the use of liquid fuel was entirely feasible, an extensive 
series of experiments was instituted, the assumption 
being that if oil could be thus utilized it only remained 
to go ahead and fit the ships of the British navy with 
the necessary appliances. This assumption, however, 
has been rudely dispelled by the statement of the 
United States Navy board to the effect that “the 
available supply of the world’s production of crude pe- 
troleam that could be used as a fuel, would not meet 
over three per cent. of the world’s demand for coal and 
other combustibles.” Referring to this important factor 
in the problem, the Hampshire Telegraph remarks: 


“We have for two or three years been carrying 
important trials with oil fuel. Two battleships have 
their furnaces fitted for its consumption, and some 
the new cruisers are to be adapted for its use, but it 
supply is limited to such an extent as indicated, it 
obviously but little use relying upon it, especially 
it is remembered that all our oil would have to be 
ported.” 


Col. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department, after 
mature deliberation, has decided that the Igorrotes who 
are part of the Philippine exhibit at the St. Louis Expo- 
sition have a right to wear as much or as little clothing 
as they please, and that consequently the complaint 
that their attire was indecent must be dismissed, 
But when the whole question was submitted to the Board 
of Lady Managers for settlement, as we have before 
reported, the ladies unanimously decided that there was 
no ground for interference. We are bound to recognize 
this decision as a distinct victory for the “anti-imperial- 
ists.” Uf the Igorrote wants to eat baked dog, what is 
there in the Constitution to prevent him? If he prefers 
the unpretentious and economical garb of his native 
land to the monotonous apparel of civilization, who shall 
say him nay? No dressing without the consent of the 
dressed! The Igorrote at St. Louis is in the show busi- 
ness, and to dress him up in the commonplace attire 
of the white man would well-nigh destroy his drawing 
power as an amusement attraction. 
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Life thus moralizes upon the tongue-tied condition of 
our Army and Navy: “They do a thing in Dngland that 
we ought to find some way of doing here. They let offi- 
cers of the army and the navy go into Parliament and 
speak their minds there like free citizens. How they man- 
age it we don’t know—perhaps they give the Parliamen- 
tarian officers leave of absence—but in some way they do 
manage it, Our soldiers and sailormen ought to have a 
chance to run for Congress, and, if they are elected, to 
speak their minds like other men who have minds. As it 
is, they never have any turn at free speech. Even when 
they go on the retired list, they must exercise a prudent 
reticence, and if they say anything that the President, or 
their department heads, object to, they are in trouble at 
once. Discipline demands this rule, so far as active of- 
ficers are concerned, but there ought to be some possi- 
bility of a let-up in it. To be hopelessly tongue-tied for 
a lifetime, without possibility of even temporary relief, 
seems a hard case for a free-born American voter to be 
in.” We refer our lively contemporary to the columns of 
the ARMY AND Navy JougNat for evidence that the mem- 
bers of the Services still have some liberty of speech. 
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An Army officer writes us saying: “In a late issue 
you ask for general expression of opinion as to detail 
system for the various staff corps. Mine is as follows: 
The detail system should be continued in force for sev- 
eral years at least before it is condemned and aban- 
doned; to determine positively that it is either good or 
bad, it has not yet had a trial by which its merit or lack 
of merit can be known. Officers detailed to the staff 
should receive the pay and have the rank of the grade 
next higher than that they have in the line; this to offer 
some inducement for officers to especially prepare them- 
selves for staff duty while in the line. It is very im- 
portant that officers of the various staff corps should al- 
ways bear in mind that the whole object of an army is 
to fight winning battles, that those battles are fought by 
the line and the utmost endeavor of every staff officer 
should be devoted to preparing the line for its work and 
assisting in it. Officers returned to the line every four 
years and knowing its need are not apt to forget it. 
Officers on permanent staff details are more liable to lose 
touch with the line and its needs and to consider their 
offices and their work as of first importance.”

How experienced Army officers in actual command of 
troops regard the abolition of the Army canteen is 
further illustrated by an outspoken utterance in the 
annual report of Brig. Gen. William H. Carter, U.S.A., 
commanding the Department of the Visayas, Philip- 
pines Division. General Carter remarks that the es- 
tablishment of new posts in his command has been fol- 
lowed “by the usual crop of saloons and the influx of 
disreputable people.” Continuing, he says: “With the 
well regulated post exchange of former days the weak 
soldiers had a choice of evils and generally chose the 
lesser, the pure beer of the exchange. So long as the 
misguided Christian women of America insist upon carry- 
ing the canteen question into politics young soldiers, 
whose powers of resistance to temptation are below the 
normal or not firmly exercised, will continue to fall vic- 
tims to the plagues of the service in India and the Orient 
generally—drunkenness, dissolute company and disease.” 





Since our last issue the Attorney General of the Unit- 
ed States has rendered an opinion to the effect that the 
decision of the Comptroller holding that officers advanced 
one grade, under the act of April 23, 1904, are not en- 
titled to pay until confirmed by the Senate, is final and 
can only be modified by the Comptroller. An effort will 
be made by Col. C. A. Maxwell and his legal associates 
to have this modification made, and, failing in thia, they 
will appeal to Congress and seek legislation giving pay 
back to the date of the act, or at least back to date of — 
acceptance of commission. 
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Press reports from Trieste indicate that the reception 
given to the North Atlantic Fleet of the United States 
Navy, Rear Admiral Albert S. Barker commanding, on 
the occasion of its visit to the port named was ex- 
ceptionally brilliant and cordial. The most important 
of the formal events arranged in honor of the vistors 
was a splendid banquet which took place on the evening 
of July 16 in the Villa Necker, the headquarters of the 
Austrian Admiralty, at which Admiral De Jedina of the 
Austrian Navy presided. The Austrians present included 
‘Count Goess, Governor of the Province; Major General 
Millar, commander-in-chief of the military department, 
and Doctor Stranneli, Lord Mayor of Trieste. The 
Americans consisted of Rear Admiral Barker, Com- 
mander in Chief of the North Atlantic Fleet; Rear 
Admiral Theodore F. Jewell, Commander in Chief of 
the European Squadron, and Captains Colby of the 
Olympia, Cowles of the Missouri, Bradford of the IIli- 
nois, Rodgers of the Kearsarge, Davis of the Alabama, 
Mansfield of the Iowa, Leutze of the Maine and Lieu- 
tenant Commander Gleaves of the Mayflower. The speech 
of welcome was delivered by Admiral De Jedina who 
spoke in eloquent terms of the growth and achievements 
of the United Statc, Navy. In conclusion he remarked 
that when he was but a naval cadet he had been thrilled 
by reading the account of the battle between the Ala- 
bama and the Kearsarge, and he was glad to have 
lived to see the day when vessels bearing these historic 
names should be anchored side by side in perfect amity 
off Trieste Mole flying the same flag and “pursuing the 
same high ideal.” Admiral Barker, in acknowledging 
the hospitality of the Austrians, said that his first im- 
pression after having reached Trieste had been that 
that there was nothing so hot in the world as the sun 
off Trieste Mole, but that after the many kindnesses 
which in the last few days had been shown to himself, 
his officers and his men, he was convinced the hearts of 
the Triestiners were yet warmer than the temperature. 
Two interesting circumstances attended the visit of the 
American fleet at Trieste. One was that it was the first 
time the U.S.S. Olympia had called at that port since 
Admiral Dewey stopped there in 1899 on his way from 
Manila. The other was a renewal of a cordial personal 
friendship which grew up years ago between Admiral 
De Jedina of the Austrian Navy and Captain Cowles 
of the American Navy, when the two officers were rep- 
resenting their respective governments as naval attachés 
in London. 
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Rear admirals of the lower nine numbers, past, pres- 
ent and future, are interested in the judgment of the 
Court of Claims recently paid to Rear Admiral Silas W. 
Terry. He sued for the difference between old rear ad- 
miral’s pay on shore, $5,000,-and Army pay as a brig- 
adier general with reduction for shore duty, $4,675, and 
the amount was awarded to him by the Court of Claims, 
they holding that rear admirals are entitled to the bene- 
fit of the clause in the act of 1900 reserving the old 
rates of Navy pay. This applies also to the old Navy 
pay, $6,000 a year, to rear admirals afloat. The Comp- 
troller of the Treasury recommended an appeal to the 
Supreme Court, but the Attorney General determined 
that there was no proper ground for appeal, and the 
Terry claim was paid. Application is now made on be- 
half of Rear Admirals Barclay and others for the allow- 
ance of difference of pay to each of them. Under the 
Treasury practice a test claim must be referred to the 
Comptroller, and this will consume some time. There 
seems to be no other decision possible after this action 
of the Court of Claims and the Attorney Genera] than 
to expect the allowance of other like claims. In a some- 
what similar status are the claims of officers of the 
Navy appointed from civil life who had previous actual 
service. Under the Personnel law they get five years 
constructive service on appointment from civil life. Un- 
der the act of 1883 they get credit for their previous 
actual service. The Treasury Department refused to 
allow them both and held that they could only get the 
benefit of whichever one of the services was the longest. 
The attorneys for the officers, George A. and William 
B. King, selected the case of Lieut. William W. Bush, 
and the Court of Claims decided that he was entitled to 
credit for both periods and rendered judgment for the 
consequent difference of pay. The time for appeal ex- 
pired on Monday July 18. An appeal was filed by the 
Attorney General but withdrawn, and he has now an- 
nounced that he does not intend to contest the question 
further. Another case will be presented to the Auditor 
for the action of the Comptroller, and it is hoped that 
at an early date the Comptroller may decide to go on 
paying the other claims. There are quite a number of 
officers in the Medical and Pay Corps, and some in the 
line, of the Navy who are benefited by this decision. 
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Lieut. Col. John Van R. Hoff, Med. Dept., U.S.A., 
who served as chief surgeon with the American troops 
in the China Relief Expedition of 1900, was greatly 
impressed with the efficiency and alertness of the medical 
service of the Japanese troops in that campaign, and 
declares that it left little if anything to be desired. 
In the course of a paper on this subject published in the 
Journal of the Association of Military Surgeons, Colonel 
Hoff says: “Suffice it is to say that from the actual 
fighting line through the regimental aid stations, the col- 
lecting and dressing stations, the field hospitals, the 
railroad, boat and ship hospitals, the stationary hos- 
pitals on the lines of communication and at the base, 





each stage of the wounded man’s journey is provided 
for by the most careful and detailed organization, and 
so far as human intelligence can anticipate, absolutely 
nothing is left to chance.” Colonel Hoff’s praise of the 
Japanese is in line with the views of Lieut. Col. Blair 
D. Taylor, Med. Dept., U.S.A., who was with the Jap- 
anese troops in the Chino-Japanese war and who has 
written a stirring account of his experiences in the battle 
of Wei Hai Wei. A Japanese regiment had exposed it- 
self needlessly on the beach and the Chinese attacked 
it, with the result that eighty men and two officers went 
down almost in a moment. “Suddenly,” says Colonel 
Taylor, “‘the regiment re-formed, but even while the men 
were creeping away we saw suddenly the medical 
officers and stretchers spread over the field at some dis- 
tance from one another. They walked in that storm of 
bullets as quietly as if on the parade ground at Tokio. 
* * * In twenty minutes there was not a dead or 
wounded Japanese soldier on the beach.” 
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According to statistics appearing in the Russian Med- 
ical Journal the mortality among medical officers in the 
war with Turkey was in excess of that among the com- 
batant portion of the army. It also appears that during 
the campaign in 1813-1815 there were 2,170 surgeons in 
the Prussian army, of whom about 10 per cent. were either 
killed or wounded, being in about equal proportion to the 
casualties among combatants. In the French campaign 
against Constantine, 1837, while every thirteenth com- 
batant officer was killed, every sixth surgeon died. This, 
in proportion to the numbers, shows that the mortality 
among surgeons (16 2-3 per cent.) was more than double 
that of the line officers (7 7-10 per cent.) During the 
Crimean war, according to French official statistics, the 
mortality among the surgeons was 18 2-10 per cent., and 
among the combatant officers 7 3-10 per cent. In the 
last Russian campaign 355 surgeons out of a total of 2,- 
839 died, being equal to 12 1-2 per cent. In the Mexican 
expedition (French) the rate of mortality among the 
surgeons was about 20 per cent., while that of the com- 
batant officers was only about 4 per cent. The only in- 
stance on record where the proportion of deaths among 
combatant officers was larger than that of the medical of- 
ficers was in the Prussian army during the Franco-Prus- 
sian War, 1870-71. 
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It is both significant and encouraging that the enlisted 
force of the Navy is coming more and more largely from 
the great body of native-born American citizens. In 
1890 only about fifty per cent. of the enlisted men in the 
Navy were natives of the United States, but in 1903 
the proportion of natives had risen to more than ninety 
per cent. and the chances are that the current fiscal 
year will see an advance in excess of ninety-five per cent. 
These figures not only afford a sufficient answer to the 
stupid assertion sometimes heard in certain HKuropean 
quarters, that the enlisted force of the United States 
Navy is an incongruous assemblage of aliens, but they 
show that it is perhaps more largely made up of natives 
of the nation it represents than is to be found in any 
other navy in the world. Another suggestive fact is 
that most of our naval recruits now-a-days come from 
the inland States, and on this point a Navy officer is 
quoted by the Baltimore Sun as saying: “We are getting 
the best men of the Navy from the farms of Indiana, 
Illinois, lowa and Kansas. We are training them our- 
selves and don’t need to take foreigners, as we did 
ten years ago when we had no men trained for the sea in 
our land.”

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On account of the great amount of extra work involved 
in the sending of copies of general orders and circulars 
to individual officers of the State militia organizations, 
the War Department has been obliged to modify its 
custom in such matters. The change is noted in the 
following communication issued by General Oliver, Act- 
ing Secretary of War: “Because of the pressure of cur- 
rent work and the limited clerical force allowed by law 
to the War Department, it has been found impracticable 
to continue the practise of mailing general orders and 
cireulars directly to individual officers of State militia 
organizations. Consequently the Department will be 
constrained in future to limit the distribution of these 
orders and circulars to the Adjutants General of States, 
to each of whom a sufficient number will be sent to sup- 
ply one copy of each order and circular to each division, 
brigade, regimental, troop, battery and company com- 
mander of the organized militia of the State. All re- 
quests and inquiries from militia officers with regard to 
the distribution of these orders and circulars should 
hereafter be adressed to the Adjutants General of their 
respective States.” 








Fortunately the strike which has temporarily par- 
alyzed the business of the great packing establishments 
in the West will in no way interrupt the regular meat 
supply of the Army. The commissary storehouses at the 
various military posts are fairly well stocked, and Gen- 
eral Weston, Commissary General, anticipates no 
trouble in obtaining ample supplies when the present 
accumulation is exhausted. Fresh meat for the troops in 
the Philippines is obtained almost entirely from Aus- 
tralia, so that no trouble in that quarter is likely to re- 
sult from the present difficulty in this country. Large 
supplies of bacon, hams and canned meats are shipped 


from the United States to the Philippines, but luckily 
there is more than enough of those products on hand 
to supply the next regular cargo. It is stated that if 
any shortage of fresh beef should occur at Army posts 
in the United States the need would be met by slaught- 
ering stock on the reservations where it is required, but 
it is not likely that such an emergency will arise.

Paternalism as applied to military service in Germany 
is curiously illustrated by a despatch from the American 
consul at Gera to the effect that the imperial government 
has decided to establish factories to make sausages for 
the use of the German army. These factories, the re- 
port continues, will be operated by the War Department 
under the immediate control of the commissary office, 
the purpose being to insure cleanliness and purity in 
meat supplies and thus maintain the best attainable phy- 
sical conditions among the troops. It may be that this 
arrangement is necessary in Germany, but if so it might 
be worth inquiring whether there should not be a similar 
control over the grinding of flour, the manufacture of 
shoes and clothing and the preparation of medicines for 
the use of the army. It is difficult, however, to see 
exactly what sort of military service a commissary gen- 
eral performs in running a sausage mill. 
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Brig. Gen. Randall, commanding the Department of 
Luzon, in reviewing the proceedings of a court martial 
which acquitted 2d Class Pvt. Godfrey Chalou, Co. L, 
3d Battn. Engrs., at Malate Barracks, Manila, upon the 
charge of quitting his post says: “The most salient points 
of this case are those showing the utter lack of proper 
discipline, and the loose and irregular manner of per- 
forming duty on the part of the detachment of Engineers 
stationed at Fort William McKinley. It is shown by 
the record that the guard was never regularly mounted, 
that sentinels would post themselves at their own dis- 
cretion and violition, without orders and upon undefined 
posts. Such a system of guard duty might be expected 
of untrained troops, but is not to be expected or toler- 
ated in the Service. The acquittal of the accused was 
proper and is approved.”

Great as the Nation’s persion burden undoubtedly is, 
it is by no means extravagant when considered in its 
relation to the individual pensioner. Of the 996,545 
persons on the pension roll, 175,000 each receive twenty- 
six cents a day, 77,000 receive thirty-three cents a day, 
and 200,000 receive forty cents a day, the average of 
all pensions amounting. to $133.45 per year. There are 
six hundred pensioners who are totally blind, each of 
whom receives $72 a month, about four hundred who 
are totally deaf, each of whom receives $40 a month, and 
seventeen hundred and twenty-five who are totally help- 
less, each of whom receives $72 a month. The lowest 
average pension is about twenty cents a day and the 
number drawing that allowance is approximately one 
hundred and twenty-five thousand. 
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Speaking of the Navy Department order making the 
decision of the medical board final in the matter of phy- 
sical qualification for admission to the Naval Academy, 
the New York Times says: “Heretofore the department 
has been annoyed by applications and demands from per- 
sons of social and political influence for re-examination 
of candidates found deficient by the medical board. There 
was a suspicion when the order was issued that per- 
sons of influence would be able to have it set aside, but 
thus far all applications have been ignored, and in no 
single instance has the finding \f the medical board been 
interfered with. In consequence the number of candi- 
dates admitted is not so large as was anticipated.”

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Hon. Paul Morton, Secretary of the Navy, was the 
guest of honor at a banquet given by the Merchants’ 
Club of Chicago on the evening of July 14. Senator 
Cullom responded to the toast to the President of the 
United States and Hon. George BH. Foss, Chairman of 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs, spoke for “The 
Navy.” Responding to a toast to himself, Secretary 
Morton delivered an earnest plea for continued naval 


expansion in the course of which he said: “The Navy 
is the watchdog of American commerce everywhere on 


the high seas. The Navy of the United States should be 
the most formidable in existence. Its military efficiency 
must receive the most careful attention.” 
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The Navy Department is much pleased with the in- 
terest which is being manifested by the midshipmen on 
the practise cruise who have been detailed for duty on 
board one or the other of the torpedoboat destroyers at- 
tached to the practise squadron. It has long been held 
that a young man will show indications of ability for 
command at a very early period in his training, pro- 
vided opportunity is given for its exercise. A certain 
percentage seem constitutionally unfit for command, but 
the number is very small, and the experiment of the 
present cruise is already showing evidences of good re- 
sults for the future Navy. 
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The French Government has conferred the Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor on John Hay, Secretary 
of State, in recognition of his services tending to the 
peace of the world.

SECRETARY MORTON’S PLEA FOR THE NAVY. 

Following is a stenographic report of the address of 
Secretary Morton at the banquet given in his honor by 
the Merchant’s Club of Chicago on the evening of July 16: 

“Mr. President and gentlemen of the Merchant’s Club: 
] desire to acknowledge the courtesy of this club for this 
great honor. While I understand perfectly that it is a 
dinner to the Secretary of the Navy, I cannot altogether 
separate myself from the fact that Chicago is my home ; 
that I belong to this club and among its members I have 
the pleasure of counting some of my warmest friends, I 
hope so long as I am a cabinet officer, you will consider 
me the representative of this club and this section of the 
country in the President’s official family. 

“Most of you probably know that I have not sought the 
publie service which I have just accepted. No man ever 
entered public life leaving behind him a more comfortable 
or fascinating position than I abandon here in Chicago. 
I have literally been in the house of my friends. I have 
had the greatest admiration and respect for my superior 
officer; the most cordial regard for my associates, and 
the keenest interest in my work and environments. We 
have been a happy family and all of us have been inter- 
ested in the weal and woe of Chicago and the great West. 

“Notwithstanding the press of the country has adver- 
tised me as an after-dinner talker of such rare ability 
that Senator Depew must look to his laurels, I am not a 
speech-maker as most of you know. I was brought up 
on a Nebraska farm, and on certain occasions this fact 
impresses itself on me with much emphasis. There is a 
great difference between plowing the field in agriculture, 
plowing the air in oratory and plowing the sea in the 
Navy, and when I think of my doing either of the lat- 
ier ‘stunts’ it naturally occurs to me what a farmer I am. 

“It is very fitting that the Merchant’s Club should give 
a dinner to the Secretary of the American Navy, regard- 
less of who he may be. This club represents the hope 
and future of the commerce of Chicago and the Navy is 
the wateh-dog of American commerce everywhere on the 
hich seas. I consider the American Navy the policeman 
by day and the watchman by night of our foreign trade, 
and the beat it travels is anywhere in the great universe 
where American trade or American interests are, to be 
protected. Our sea-coast, next to that of the British Em- 
pire, is the greatest in the world—over 23,000 sea-miles— 
and there are those who, living along the banks of tide- 
waters think that the Navy is solely for the protecticn 
aud defense of our coast, but such is not the case, as the 
interior is and ought to be intensely interested in its suc- 

“Chicago being the chief commercial and financial cen- 
ter of the great Mississippi River valley—the most won- 
derfal of all the valleys the world has ever known—is 
keenly interested in the Navy because here is the center 
of agriculture, and agriculture is the foundation of 
all our commerce with foreign countries. It is a 
great satisfaction to me to_find that Americans, re- 
gardless of politics, regardless of residence, whether on 
the seacoast, from the prairies or from the mountains, be- 
lieve that our Navy should be modern, wide-awake, a com- 
petent instrument of warfare, second in its capacity to 
no other Navy in the world. It will be my purpose to 
endeavor to impress the necessity of this upon the Con- 
zress of the United States, which has of recent years been 
so liberal in its treatment of the Navy that to-day I am 
informed by men who know, for its size, we have the best 
navy in the world. The Navy of the United States is 
and ought to be a first class fighting machine. It should 
he the most formidable one in existence. Its military ef- 
iaeney must receive the most careful attention. After 
the proper ships and weapons are provided, it should be 
ihe study of those in charge to see that the ships are 
handled right. There should be unlimited maneuvering 
and target practice so that the gunners may shoot 
straight, and the esprit de corps from the Admiral down 
io the humblest ‘tar’ should be the acme of human co- 
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“It should be a source of great regret to every Amert- 
an that we are so far behind our chief competitors for 
the markets of the world in our merchant marine. Some 
way must be devised so that American goods may be 
shipped in American bottoms, built, officered and manned 
by Americans. There was a time when the Yankee sailor 
in Our merchant service floated under the American flag 
on every sea and in some way we should bring about that 
condition again. I have no plan to suggest, but I am a 
creat believer that one will be found to which we can all 
subscribe. In times of peace, a large merchant marine 
should pe yielding profits to American owners from the 
(ransportation of American goods to the markets of the 
world, and in times of war it should supplement the work 
of the Navy. Great Britain, Germany and France are 
strong in this respect and we are far behind. 

“Secretary Tracy, while he was at the head of the 
Navy, said the trouble with us was that our enlisted men 
were mostly foreigners and owed no allegiance to our 
flag. I am proud to tell you, notwithstanding the absence 
£ a merchant marine, that the enlisted men of the new 
American Navy are no longer foreigners; that 90 per 
cent. of them are now American citizens and most of 
them American born. A large percentage of them are 
from the Middle and Western States. Ex-Secretary 
Moody says they are the best fed, best paid and best 
enlisted men that to-day walk the deck of a battleship. As 
I conceive the American Navy and its objects, three 
words will cover the entire proposition—Construction, 
Instruction, Destruction. 

“TI thank you one and all for the courtesy you have ex- 
tended to me in inviting me to be with you this evening, 
for your good wishes for me in my new field of tabor, and 
for your attention.”

Discoursing on the torpedo the Chicago Chronicle 
says: “That the torpedo, so much used in modern war- 
fare, is the device cf some devil is the opinion of more 
than one officer, not only in our own navy, but in the 
armed forces of other nations, To look at these engines 
ef destrvction as they lie upon their stands in store is 
enough to make even the least imaginative shudder. There 
is something ghastly in the light that is reflected from 
their shining surfaces, something sinister in their long, 
tapering outlines, something deadly in the grim head that, 
once seen in action, may ever afterward be regarded as 
imbued with baneful intelligence. “The adoption of the 
torpedo,’ as a well-known writer has expressed it, ‘has 
been the means of supplying the younger officers of the 
Navy with a fresh outlet for the display of dash and en- 
terprise. Twenty years ago there was every prospect 
that the introduction of mastless ships would turn the 
life of the ordinary junior executive officer into the most 
uneventful humdrum of existences; but the advent of the 
new weapon and the new classes of vessel which followed 
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in its wake have changed all that. With a flotilla of tor- 
pedo boats and a host of “catchers” and “destroyers” there 
stand to hand so many opportunities for displaying in- 
dividual ability and in war time so many roads to fame 
and honor, In a word, the torpedo has brought into the 
Navy a fresh zest, a new romance, and possibilities more 
brilliant than were ever existent before its adoption.’ ” 
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Gen. Joseph Wheeler Garrison No. 73, Army and Navy 
Union, was organized on July 19 at Union Hill, N.J., 
when twenty-six honorably discharged soldiers and sail- 
ors assembled for the purpose. The following officers were 
elected and will be installed at the institution of the gar- 
rison next month: Commander, Dr. John T. Luck, late 
U.S.N.; senior vice commander, Valentine Paul, late 7th

The Navy Department has at no time taken 
the position that it would object to the removal of the 
wreck, but has merely stated to the hundreds of private 
parties who have addressed the Department on the sub- 
ject that no department of the Government could, with- 
out consent of Congress, waive the rights of the Govern- 
ment in the case of Government property. 
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A despatch dated “Tacoma, Wash., July 18,” says:

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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


We reproduced in these columns last week an article 
froin the Manila Times of May 26, describing a mysteri- 
ous attempt at Camp McGrath, Batangas Province, to 
reinstate in the Army Arthur G. Sharpley, a former lieu- 
tenant of the 12th U.S. Cavalry, who was recently dis- 
missed from the Service on conviction by court-martial. 
The following additional particulars of the affair are 
from the Manila Times of May 27: “Sharpley reported 
for duty to Lieut. Col. George F. Chase commanding at 
Camp McGrath, unpacked his equipment and again start- 
ed in on routine duty. For several hours he strutted 
ubout the post, once more with his uniform on, much to 
the disgust of the officers of the command who knew him 
for what he is really worth. It was only when the 
squadron funds were being counted out to him*‘that the 
whole scheme to reinstate him was found to be a trick 
and a fraud. An investigation instituted by Colonel 
Chase showed that the telegram purporting to come from 
Major General Wade, division commander, ordering 
Sharpley’s restoration to duty was a forgery prepared 
by a telegraph opetator at Camp McGrath who fled but 
was afterwards arrested. Sharpley is being closely 
watched pending further investigation.” 

Brig. Gen. William H. Carter, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of the Visayas, announces in General 
Orders the results of the Infantry target competition re- 
cently held at Camp Connell, Island of Samar, the twelve 
leading competitors being designated the Infantry team 
of the department for 1904. The highest score, 821, was 
made by Capt. Armand I, Lasseigne, 14th Inf., who re- 
ceived the gold medal. Silver medals were won by Lieut. 
Smith A. Harris, 14th Inf., with a score of 810, Prvt. 
Sylvester Perkle, 14th Inf., with a score of 734, and 
Corpl. John Borguist, same regiment, with a score of 
723. The other winners, all of whom received bronze 
medals, together with their scores, were: Capt. Edmund 
L. Butts, 18th Inf., 686: Corpl. Albert W. Lee, 18th Inf., 
709; Musician Robert M. Vermillian, 14th Inf., 702; 
Sergt. Thomas Hinton, 3d Battalion of Engineers, 697 ; 
Corpl.Albert C. Bertel, 14th Inf., 685; Pvt. Virgil Cain, 
12th Inf., 680; Corpl. Henry Polk, 14th Inf., 676; Corpl. 
Schuyler Cundiff, 14th Inf., 667. In the order announc- 
ing these results General Carter says: “The high class 
shooting which has characterized this competition ap- 
pears to upset the theory which has prevailed to a con- 
siderable extent, to the effect that excellence in target 
practice could not be attained under the atmospheric 
conditions usually existing in the Philippine Islands. The 
highest score in this competition, 821, is only twelve 
points below the highest score of last year’s Army com- 
petition in the United States.” 

The Manila Times states that Brig. Gen. George M. 
Randall, U.S.A., commanding the Department of Luzon, 
has issued an order prohibiting the employment of na- 
tives at posts in his department to de kitchen police, 
wash dishes, etc. “It has always been customary for 
soldiers at posts in these islands,” says the Times, “to 
employ natives to do the more unpleasant duties about 
the posts, but, according to the new order, they will now 
be obliged to wash their own dishes and keep their quar- 
ters in order themselves.” 

The claim of the Spanish Filipino Bank of Manila 
that it has the exclusive right to issue currency in the 
Philippines has been denied by the War Department. The 
bank was granted the concession by the Spanish Govern- 
ment, but the War Department holds that it is now void 
because the Government cannot divest itself of the re- 
sponsibility for the issue of and regulation of currency. 

Mr. William E. Curtis, in one of his interesting letters 
from Manila to the New York Globe, says: “Army of- 
ficers here have natty white uniforms that are becoming 
to everybody, more so than the blue or the khaki, and 
they can afford to wear two suits a week, for laundry 
bills are reasonable. <A few officers wear the regulation 
khaki uniform on duty during the day when they are en- 
gaged in service that is likely to soil their garments, but 
when they come off duty they put on white suits and 
white caps. The officers of the United States Army will 
rate higher for looks than those of any military service 
in the world and are as well behaved. When you are 
traveling in Europe you are impressed with the German, 
Russian, Austrian and Italian officers, They wear such 
gorgeous unforms and trappings and have such a soldier- 
ly bearing, but when you get home again or come over 
here you will change your mind very promptly in favor 
of the Yankee captain in his simple, neat white suit and 
the modest stripes of braid that distinguish his corps and 
rank.”

GENERAL HUERTAS AND OUR MARINES. 


In view of the reference in these columns on July 2 


to the picturesque personality of General Huertas, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army of the Republic of Pana- 
ma, special interest attaches to an article in the Sunday 
edition of the New York Herald of July 17, by Mr. 
Nicholas Biddle, dealing at length with the same strik- 
ing character. Mr. Biddle, who is on terms of personal 
friendship with General Huertas, and who has_per- 
formed many important newspaper missions in Central 
and South America, in speaking of the General’s part 
in founding the new republic, and of his hearty liking 
for American officers, says in part: 

“Here's to the George Washington of Panama,” was 
the toast of Captain Hiram I. Bearss, of the United 
States Marine Corps, the orator of the evening at a 
banquet held in Panama City when Colombia was menac- 
ing the new republic and was concentrating troops at 
the Atrato River, near the frontier. Captains Louis 
McCarty Little, C. C. Carpenter and Robert Wynne, jr., 
Lievenants Frank E. Evans, Provence McCormick, jr., 
Fred A. Ramsey and William W. Low and a score of 
other strenuous American marine officers rose with a 
hearty cheer and drained their glasses “To the George 
Washington of Panama!’ All these big fellows liked 
the quiet bit of a man who sat silent and smiling, but 
who was actually being held in restraint by his govern- 
ment because he wished to take a handful of men over 
the mountain trails and to drive back the Colombians. 
That there would have been any question about the is- 
sue never occurred to him, and so great was the confi- 
dence of his fellow citizens that they were certain that 
he would be victorious; but they were warned that un- 
pleasant international questions would result, and he 
was prevented from carrying out his plan. Huertas en- 





joys collecting congenial company about him at dinner 
and indulging in every luxury that Panama affords. He 
arranged one day to go over to the big marine camp at 
Empire, three-quarters of an hour by rail from the capi- 


tal, to pay a formal visit to Lieut. Col. William P. Bid- 
dle and Col. Littleton W. T. Waller and the other officers 
there. Some of the younger men determined to have 
some fun at his expense, and one of them was assigned 
to brew a ‘knockout’ punch for the little General. No- 
body in the crowd assumed that the slender one armed 
youngster measuring something less than five feet could 
stand as much as the average stalwart American cam- 
paigner. The contents of the punch were: Two quarts 
of rum, one quart of rye whiskey, a quart and a pint of 
Scotch whiskey, two bottles of champagne, one quart of 
beer, one of claret and all that was left in opened bottles 
of créme de menthe, anisette, curacoa and benedictine. 
This preparation was stuffed with slices of pineapple, 
oranges and bananas. The General had sampled some 
Scotch and some beer before he struck the punch. He 
liked the taste of it and he drained as many goblets as 
were passed around. The only outward and visible ef- 
fect that it had on him was to make him quieter, and 
the big fellows had to admit that they could not keep 
up to his pace.”

FRENCH FIELD ARTILLERY. 


Brevet Lieutenant Colonel Du Cane, R.F.A., has re- 
cently described in the Procedings of the Royal Artillery 
Institution the French system of field artillery. He tells 
us that the French batteries consist of four guns and 
tweive wagons, and the wagons go into action first, being 
turned on end, while the guns are driven up alongside, 
and the supply of ammunition takes place under cover 
of the wagon body and the shield. There is a laying ap- 
pliance called the collimateur, being an optical sight 
which permits the gun to be laid indirectly when eight 
feet below the crest, and there is also an arrangement 
named the debouchoir fixed to the wagon body, which en- 
ables the fuse to be punched automatically at the proper 
length for the range, the corrections for barometer and 
other causes being made on the appliance known as the 
correcteur. The height of the burst of shrapnel is meas- 
ured by parallel lines on the field of the battery telescope, 
and ranging in some cases is carried out with time shrap- 
nel, As to the constitution of the battery, it is urged 
that a four-gun arrangement is easier to work than a six- 
gun battery, that it has at least equal power as compared 
with a battery of the old guns, and that ammunition sup- 
ply becomes easier. 

Colonel Du Cane says that the area to be searched is 
enclosed in a long bracket, the correction for fuse being 
ascertained and fire opened at a range of 100 yards short 
of the lower elevation of the bracket and continued by 
jumps of 100 yards at a time to the higher elevation, 
from two to four shots being fired from each gun at each 
elevation. This is what is known as progressive fire, and 
is varied by what is described as fauchage, or sweeping 
fire, accomplished by traversing the gun one turn of the 
traversing wheel to the right or left at each round. The 
system is known as the rafale, or storm, implying gusts 
of rapid fire alternated with slow and deliberate fire. 








THE WRECK OF THE MAINE. 

Inasmuch as there is a good deal of misapprehension 
as to the attitude of the United States Government re- 
garding the disposal of the wreck of the battleship Maine 
in Havana harbor, it may be well to state that the De- 
partment has no authority to act in the matter one way 
or the other. This is made clear in a note addressed by 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Darling to Mr. R. H. F. 
Sewell, of New Orleans, who has contracted with the 
Cuban Government to raise the wreck. Before under- 
taking the enterprise Mr. Sewell wrote to the Navy De- 
partment to inquire whether it held any claim against 
the wreck, and on July 18 Judge Darling replied as fol- 
lows, repeating a statement made July “This De- 
partment is not at present engaged in and does not con- 
template undertaking any work upon the wreck of the 
Maine. It is not considered, however, that the Navy De- 
partment can with propriety in such case, give a letter 
or other paper which would be in the nature of creden- 
tials to be presented to the Cuban Government: nor is 
it understood that any executive department of the gov- 
ernment has the power on behalf of the United States to 
abandon the wreck of a public vessel. The disposition 
of the public property of the United States rests with 
Congress, and this department would not undertake to 
give an acquittance or relinquishment of any rights of 
the United States in the wreck of the Maine for the ob- 
vious reason that Congress might thereafter, at any time. 
by enactment direct that a different disposition thereof 
be made.” 

Assistant Secretary Darling’s letter follows the lines 
previously marked out in an opinion prepared by Cap- 
tain Diehl, J.A. General of the Navy, citing former opin- 
ions bearing on the question. It is understood that the 
position of the Navy Department is that while it proba- 
bly would not go to the extent of protesting against the 
raising of the Maine by private parties, it could not, un- 
der the law, presume to waive the rights of this Govern- 
ment to that property. It is admitted that the desire of 
the Cuban Government to have the wreckage removed is 
entirely reasonable, as it undoubtedly obstructs naviga- 
tion. Congress, however, and not the Navy Department 
is the proper place to appeal for the rights of this gov- 
ernment to be waived.

RECENT DEATHS. 


William Schultz, a captain of the Police Department 
of the city of New York, who died on July 14 at his 
residence, 2958 Decatur avenue, Bedford Park, served 
in the U.S. Navy during the Civil War as an acting en- 
sign from Oct. 19, 1863, and resigned in May, 1865. He 
served on the steamer State of Georgia and the gunboat 
Seneca, and participated in both actions against Fort 
Fisher and. all of the actions in the Cape Fear River 
against the Confederate batteries, that led to the final 
capture of Wilmington, N.C., Feb. 22, 1865. While the 
Seneca was at Hampton during a heavy gale Captain 
Schultz rescued three visitors to the ship from drown- 
ing and was highly complimented for his bravery by 
the late Rear Admiral Sicard. He served as captain of 
the Police Department for twenty-eight years, and was 
greatly beloved and respected by all under his command. 
He was 68 years old. Masonic funeral services were 
held at his late residence July 17, many of the G.A.R. 
and a number of the Navy veterans being among those 
present. 

Capt. David Porter Wheeler, 22d Inf., who died at 
Camp Marahui, Mindanao, P.1., on April 14, of wounds 
inflicted by hostile Moros at Taraca River, on Lake 
Lanao on April 11, 1904, was born at Zanesville, O., 
July 18, 1876; appointed to the Military Academy June 
15, 1894; graduated and commissioned a 2d lieutenant 
in the 23d Infantry on April 23, 1898; promoted Ist 
lieutenant and assigned to the 22d Infantry March 2, 
1899; promoted captain and assigned to the 26th In- 
fantry Jan. 27, 1903. Transferred to the 22d Infantry 
April 7, 1903. In an order announcing his death, Col. 
M. P. Maus says: ‘The regiment sustains a heavy less 
by the death of this gallant officer whose service has ever 
been characterized by loyalty, gallantry and efficiency 
of the highest order. He was rauch beloved by his 
comrades and his name will always be remembered with 
those heroic men of the regiment who have given their 
lives for their country.”

Enlisting in the 
20th Infantry Nov. 15, 1898, he served as private and 
non-commissioned officer to Oct. 14, 1901, when he was 
promoted to 2d lieutenant and assigned to the 22d In- 
fantry. Although suffering from ill health with a dis- 
ease which would prove fatal, he still remained with his 
regiment to have his share of its hardships and dangers 
in a foreign clime. His service has been characterized 
by loyalty, zeal and efficiency, an example of a faithful 
soldier’s life, which may well be emulated.”

Instead of accepting his 
resignation, however, his congregation gave him leave of 
absence, and his conduct attracted the admiration of cer- 
tain influential men who secured the appointment in the 
Army for him. A clergyman who has the true spirit of 
a soldier and has had a personal experience of Army life 
in the ranks, will command the respect and confidence of 
the enlisted men. 

A Philadelphia despatch of July 18 says: “Charles 
Laub, a corporal of marines at the League Island Navy 
Yard, has perfected an airship upon which he has been 
working for many years, and the Government has grant- 
ed him permission to make his first ascension from the 
navy yard, Laub declares that his craft will do stunts 
that Santos Dumont never dreamed of. He proposes to 
sail from the navy yard to the City Hall, a distance of 
about three miles, where he will circumnavigate the big 
tower. Laub says that he will have his flying machine 
under such perfect control that he will be able to chase 
the flies off the statue of William Penn which surmounts 
the tower. Laub’s term of enlistment expires within a 
few days and the trial trip will be made as soon as the 
airship is brought from Newark, N.J.” 

Lowering the Chicago River tunnels has been reported 
on by Col. O. H. Ernst, U.S. Engineers. He recommends 
that the Washington street and La Salle street tunnels 
be lowered to give a depth of twenty-six feet in the 
river, on the ground that such a depth would be re- 
quired to carry 8,000 cubie feet of water per second 
without making too rapid a current. This amount of 
water must ultimately flow through the river to the drain- 
age canal. The time for completing the work is to be 
limited to May 1, 1907, but the tunnels are to be re- 
moved so that half of the channel shall be open to navi- 
gation by April 1, 1905, says Engineering News. It 
will be necessary to abandon these tunnels at once, and 
cofferdams will have to be built to the center of the 
river, enabling the contractor to build half of the new 
tunnel while leaving the other half of the stream free to 
navigation. Regarding the Van Buren street tunnel, 
Colonel Ernst reports that no cofferdam work will be 
necessary and that reconstruction may be carried on 
without interfering with the use of the tunnel. 

General Ainsworth, Military Secretary, has received 
from Lieut. Charles 8S. Haight, 4th Cav., who is on duty 
at the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, a letter announc- 
ing that he has offered his resignation as an officer of the 
Exposition and intimating that he desires permission 
from the War Department to be relieved from further 
duty there. While there is nothing official at the War 
Department on the subject, it is stated in press des- 
patches from St. Louis that Lieutenant Haight had dis- 
criminated against a negro regiment Which was on duty 
at the Exposition and thereby aroused considerable feel- 
ing against himself. As there was nothing on this sub- 
ject in Mr. Haight’s letter, he will be called on by the 
War Department for a statement of the facts in the case. 
It is stated at the War Department that Lieutenant 
Haight will be allowed to resign, if he so desires, from 
further duty at the Exposition and will be assigned else- 
where. He entered the Service in 1898, having been ap- 
pointed from New York State, of which he is a native. 
He is a B.S. of Columbia University and an honor grad- 
uate of the General Service and Staff College.

Commander Peary has received 
a letter from Mr. Hugh Lee, at Cape Prince of Wales, 
almost within sight of the Arctic Ocean, saying that there 
was very little ice during the winter and the temperature 
was never lower than minus 30 degrees. The shore of 
thea Arctic for many miles was sometimes entirely free 
from ice, and the waves broke along the coast as in sum- 
mer. That is the region where whalers must begin to 
move south early in September or run the risk of being 
frozen in for seven months. We drew so heavily on the 
Arctic for low temperatures that the home supply was 
smaller than usual.”

The following plan for a National Marksmen’s Reserve 
having been submitted by General Spencer, was approved: 

The National Board for the Promotion of Rifle Prac- 
tice having been approved by resolution of the National 
Rifle Association plan for a National Reserve of quali- 
fied riflemen, and the Secretary of War having also ap- 
proved, the following conditions are hereby announced 

governing the qualifications: 
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1. All members of the National Rifle Association and 
of affiliated organizations are eligible to compéte. 

2. They must be citizens between the ages of 18 and 45. 

3. The course will consist of twenty-one shots; five 
shots for record at 200, 300 and 5300 yards; two sighting 
shots allowed at each range, which must be taken. 

4. Arm.—The U.S. magazine rifle, caliber .30, or a rifle 
that has been viewed and stamped by the National Rifle 
Association (see conditions, page 5, paragraph 4, G.O. 
Ne. 58, W.D., March 23, 1904), on page 140 (sic) must be 
used. Ammunition, U.S. Service or private makes that 
come within the rules. 

5. Entrance fee, 2% cents. Official score sheets can be 
secured from the secretary of the local affiliated organiz- 
ation, or if not a member of any local organization direct 
from the secretary of the National Rifle Association. 

6. The score sheets of those who make a total score 
of 50 points at all ranges will be forwarded to the secre- 
tary of the National Rifle Association, who will tabulate 
them and forward them to the War Department. All 
those who qualify will receive a National Marksman’s

POSTAGE—MILITARY AND NAVAL MAIL. 


G.O. 12, W.D., July 20, 1904, publishes order of P.M. 
General with reference to postage. Paragraphs one to 
four (condensed): The rate is two cents from the U.S. 
to possessions of the U.S., including Hawaii, Porto Rico, 
the Philippines, Guam, Tutuila (including the adjacent 
islands of the Samoan group which are possessions of 
the U.S.), and the “Canal Zone,” and the islands in the 
Bay of Panama named Perico, Naos, Culebra and Flam- 
enco. Mail matter for this territory is subject to domestic 
classification and conditions, as well as postage, and U.S. 
postage stamps, postal cards and stamped envelopes are 
valid here except as follows: Stamped paper used in the 
Philippines must have the word “Philippines’’ over- 
printed upon it, and it is valid only there except in the 
case of the reply half of a one-cent double postal card 
overprinted “Philippines,” which is valid when mailed 
to the Philippines from the United States or any of its 
possessions. 

5. All mail matter, whatever its class, addressed to 
persons in the United States service (civil, military or 
naval), serving in the United States or any of its pos- 
sessions or en route to or from the United States or any 
any of its possessions, whose change of address is caused 
by official orders, shall be transmitted as rapidly as pos- 
sible until it reaches the addressee; the actual location 
of the addressee for the time being shall be considered 
as the original destination of the piece of mail matter; 
such transmission shall not be considered as “forward- 
ing’ in the sense in which that word is used in the 
postal service, and no additional postage shall be re- 
quired therefor. 

Note.—To insure prompt delivery mail matter sent to 
persons in the United tSates service should include in 
the address the complete designation of the organization, 
company and regiment, vessel, or other branch of the 
service to which the addressee belongs, and the postage 
thereon should be fully prepaid. 

6. Letters sent by soldiers, sailors, and marines in the 
United States service, located in the United States or 
any of its possessions, addressed to places in the United 
States of any of its possessions, when indorsed ‘‘soldier’s 
letter,’ ‘“‘sailor’s letter,’’ or ‘“‘marine’s letter,’’ as the 
case may be, and signed thereunder either with fac 
simile hand stamp or in writing, with his official designa- 
tion, by a field or staff officer, post of detachment com- 
mander, to whose command the soldier belongs, or by a 
surgeon or chaplain at a hospital where he may be, and 
in the Navy and marine service by any commissioned 
officer attached to the vessel, or officer commanding a 
hospital or detachment ashore, may be despatched to 
destination without prepayment of postage, and only 
the single rate of postage shall be collected on delivery. 

7. Any article entitled to transmission free of postage 
in the domestic mails of the United States, either in a 
“penalty’’ envelope or under a duly authorized ‘‘frank,"’ 
shall be entitled likewise to transmission in the mails 
free of postage between places in any possession of the 
United States, from one to another of such possessions, 
from the United States to such possessions, and from 
such possessions to the United States, 

8 The registration fee shall be eight cents in addition 
to the lawful postage. 

9. This order supersedes Order No. 1283, November 138, 
1902, which is hereby revoked, and all existing orders 
conflicting herewith are modified accordingly.

“New Dress Caps: The new dress caps worn did not 
fit the men very well and at the review the ground was 
strewn with these caps which had fallen off.” 

“Uniform: The last order for the uniform, G.O. No. 
132, of Dec. 31, 1902, states that the uniform worn for full 
dress for enlisted men shall be blouse and breeches. As 
there are no blue trousers authorized the order literally 
requires the olive drab breeches to be worn with the 
blue blouse. The officers wear blue trousers, so officers 
and men did not wear the same color trousers. As this 
part of G.O. 132 is not thoroughly understood by officers, 
it is respectfully recommended that a circular be issued 
stating what is to be done in the matter.” 

Referring thereto, the Chief of Staff has remarked that 
there are no full dress breeches authorized; that Cavalry- 
men turning out in full dress mounted wear the blue 
treusers as heretofore, with leggins; and that if the caps 
fell off as reported, it is the fault of the troop command- 
ers; the caps did not fit the men.

CARE OF CAVALRY HORSES. 
CIR. 21, JULY 12, 194, DEPT. OF TEXAS. 
The following letter is published ‘for the information of 


all concerned: 

H.Q.8.W. Div., Oklahoma City, O.T., July 5, 1904. The 
commanding general, Dept. of Texas, Sir: The division 
commander directs attention to the following criticisms 
and recommendations contained in the annual report of 
the inspector general of the division: 

“Cavalry. It has been observed that this branch of the 
Service has frequently been deficient in horsemanship, 
and also in the requirements of security and informa- 
tion. A number of Cavalry horses were reported as un- 
manageable, about 35 in one troop. The department 
commander directed a thorough training of these horses 
for six months. Upon arrival of the inspector six months 
later these horses were found to be well trained and 
none were presented for condemnation as being unman- 
ageable. At some posts the Cavalry horses are only 
grcomed once a day, and these horses are generally 
found to be insufficiently groomed. It is believed that 
orders should be issued requring Cavalry and light bat- 
tery horses to be well groomed twice a day. The lieu- 
tenants also need practical work in road sketching and 
topography. Nearly all military posts are deficient in 
good topographical maps of the country immediately sur- 
rounding the reservations.’ 

By careful attention on the part of troop commanders 
to the handling and training of horses and to the study 
of the individual traits of each hors¢ many defects now 
observable may be overcome. 

Stable duty plays a very important part in the effi- 
ciency of mounted troops and great care should be taken 
that it is thoroughly performed. tiorses should be well 
groomed twice a day, and enlisted men should be in- 
structed by their officers in the best methods of groum- 
ing and in the police and care of stables. 

A progressive map of the post and vicinity should be 
kept at each post, to be corrected from new road sketches 
made from time to time, and ali captains and lieuten- 
ants should become thoroughly proficient in topographical 
work. 

The division commander directs that such measures be 
taken in your department as may be deemed necessary 
to secure proficiency in the duties indicated above, ,

Publishes the proceedings of a G.C.M. which convened 
at Manila, of which Col, Marion P. Maus, 2th Inf., was 
president and Capt. P. D. Lochridge, 13th Cav., was 
judge advocate, for the trial of Capt. John M. Morgan, 
12th Cav. Charge: “Conduct to the prejudice,"’ etc., in 
that he failed to comply with a portion of a written 
general order which directed that his troop stables be 
thoroughly policed before departure and did leave the 
stables of his troop in a dirty condition. This at Camp 
McGrath, Batangas, P.I., April 5, 1904. 

Specification two states that Captain Morgan having 
been called upon by his regimental commander, Lieut. 
Col. George F. Chase, for an explanation by letter, re- 
turned the letter indorsed as follows: “‘Respectfully re- 
turned to the adjutant, Camp McGrath, P.I., inviting 
attention to the phrase ‘showing no attempt at com- 
pliance with G.O. No. 5, Hdqrs. 12th Cav., April 4, 1904.’ 
I request to be informed as to whether this means that 
there was no attempt at compiiance with the order as a 
whole or in part; if only in part, I request to know 
exactly what part or parts are referred to.” “Which 
indorsement,”’ the specification states, ‘is insubordinate, 
impertinent and unnecessary, a full statement of his 
neglect of duty and a clear indication of the nature ot 
the explanation required being stated in the letter.” 

Captain Morgan was found guilty of the charge and 
first specification, and not guilty of the second specifi- 
cation; and sentenced “to be reprimanded by the depart- 
ment commander." Reviewing the case General Randall 
says: “The proceedings, findings to the first specification 
and charge, and sentence are approved. The finding to 
the second specification is disapproved. It is not under- 
stood how a court of high ranking officers could arrive 
at its conclusion in condoning the offense, as charged 
in the second s ification, thout evidence to sustain 
its action. The ndings of guilty under the first specifica- 
tions and charge and the publication of the sentence in 
General Orders is regarded as sufficient reprimand.”

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RUSSIA AND JAPAN. 


Our readers may recall the fact that several weeks ago 
we expressed the opinion that the Russians had brought 
the aggressive operations of Japan to a halt, at least for 
the time being. Since then there have been no important 
successes recorded in favor of the Japanese and reports 
come of serious losses in their attempts to capture Port 
Arthur. These have been no doubt exaggerated and they 
await authentication before being definitely reported. 
The Russian Vladivostok squadron is again at sea and 
in the Pacific, where its possible operations are viewed 
with apprehension by merchantmen of all nations in view 
of the extravagant claims by Russia of a right to inter- 
fere with neutral commerce to prevent shipments of con- 
traband of war. The Vladivostok cruisers, unaccompan- 
ied by torpedo-boats, passed through Tsugaru Strait, be- 
tween the Japanese island of Yesso and Hondo, at 4 a.m., 
July 20, followed by the Japanese torpedo-boats at Hako- 
date (on the northern shore of the strait) in pursuit. A 
Japanese steamboat of 318 tons was fired into and sunk 
by the Russians, her crew being landed at Cape Yensan 
to the east of Hakodate. 

The Japanese seem to have control of the principal 
passes of the Fenchouling Mountains, but the Russians 
are still disputing their possession and there have been se- 
vere losses in the fights for the control of them. In an 
unsuccessful attempt to retake Mao-Tien Pass they are 
said to have had 2,000 killed and wounded, the Japanese 
casualties aggregating 800. 

Two additional divisions of Japanese troops are report- 
ed to have been landed in the vicinity of Port Arthur. 
The Japanese are still pressing their advance against 
Tashi-Chao, intrenching as they move. The wings of the 
armies of Generals Oku and Nodzu are reported to have 
effected a junction at Tang-Chi, ten miles southeast of 
Tashi-Chao. There is constant skirmishing between the 
Japanese advance and the right of General Kuropatkin’s 
army. A despatch of July 20 from St. Petersburg says: 
“All advices from the theater of war continue to confirm 
the opinion that the pressure on General Kuropatkin’s 
southern front at Tashi-Chao is being relieved, and that 
the Japanese are pursuing their favorite flanking tactics, 
working around to the northeast as if to threaten the 
communications between Mukden and Liae-Yang, or to 
make a direct attack on the latter place.” 

The rains he ve temporarily ceased. The country has 
dried rapidly, and the Japanese army, which was reported 
to be on short commons, is now able to live largely on vege- 
tables, which are ripening in large quantities in this re- 
gion. There is much activity in building roads and in 
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THE COMING MANEUVERS IN VIRGINIA. 


With a sincere respect for the National Guard, to- 
gether with a belief that its usefulness will steadily in- 
crease under the operation of the new National Militia 
Act, we confidently look to the forthcoming maneuvers at 
Manassas, Va., for results of lasting value to every or- 
ganization engaged in these exercises. The maneuvers 
have been projected on a broad and practical scale. The 
arrangements for their execution already completed and 
under way are at once comprehensive, thorough and lib- 
eral. The plans, which have been carefully worked out by 
Army officers of long experience with troops in the field, 
provide for every detail required for the comfort, con- 
venience and successful handling of the assembled forces. 
The grounds chosen for camps and for field exercises are 
well adapted to such purposes, and have been carefuily 
marked out and provided with ample drainage, water sup- 
ply and other needful facilities by a company of the En- 
gineer Corps of the Army, who have been engaged in 
the work for fully a month. In both the Army and the 
National Guard the forthcoming maneuvers have aroused 
the keenest interest, and there is a widespread belief that 
they will have an important bearing upon the whole pro- 
ject of imparting military instruction to State troops 
through the agency of joint maneuvers with the Army. 
The maneuvers at Manassas will draw together from 25,- 
000 to 30,000 members of the National Guard represent- 
ing many widely separated States, and all reports indicate 
that in the various organizations, both officers and men 
will enter upon the work intelligently, seriously and with a 
genuine desire to profit by the practical military training 
which the exercise will afford. In view of all these con- 
ditions, together with the fact that the maneuvers will 
take place in a region immeasurably rich in historic in- 
terest and abounding in the scenes of great battles which 
imposed supreme tests upon the courage and devotion of 
American soldiery, we are justified in looking to the Sep- 
tember exercises for results which shall amply compen- 
sate the required expenditure of time, money and labor, 
and contribute substantially to the proper development of 
our military resources. 

Nevertheless, the assembly of so large a body of troops 
who are only partially accustomed to the restraints of 
regular Army discipline and method is a project which 
even the most loyal friends of the National Guard will 
contemplate with a certain degree of anxiety, .The State 
troops assigned to the maneuvers at Manassas are as a 
rule intelligent, self-respecting, law-abiding young men, 
representing the best families of their home communities, 
but as invariably happens in a gathering of such num- 
bers, be it military or civil, there will be some members 
who are lawless or mischievous and unruly and who, un- 
less firmly restrained, will so conduct themselves as to 
bring reproach upon the organization to which they be- 
long. Camp life, even for a week or two, offers many 
temptations to such men. They too often look upon the 
encampment as a sort of holiday outing, during which 
they may enjoy themselves without regard for the rights 
or property of the neighborhood in which they are as- 
sembldd, and the result in some cases has been to bring 
the offenders and their blameless comrades into disrepute. 
Too many encampments of State troops have been at- 
tended by acts of rowdyism and destruction on the part 
of undesirable members which have aroused an unreason- 
ing but powerful opposition among property holders to 
the further use of their lands for such purposes. En- 
campments of Regular and State troops assembled for 
joint maneuvers have not been wholly free from such 
abuses, although the enforcement of: Army discipline in 
such gatherings has served as a wholesome restraint. 
What is needed in the National Guard and what it is 
gradually developing is a correct understanding of the 
serious purpose for which the maneuvers are intended. 
The guardsman, be he officer or enlisted man, who re- 
gards the maneuvers at Manassas as a species of picnic 
or field sports is not fit either for the Army or the Na- 
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tion which are indispensable qualities of a good soldier. 
And unless he combines with these attributes an abiding 
respect for himself and for the rights and belongings of 
the people among whom he is operating, he is a menace 
to the Service and should be expelled forthwith. 

For the reasons stated above we shall observe the con- 
duct of the State troops at Manassas with genuine con- 
cern. They will be on trial not merely before the Army, 
but before the whole country. What is required and ex- 
pected of them is a manifestation of manliness, self-re- 
spect and obedience to authority which shall prove them 
worthy of the uniform they wear and insure them a 
hearty welcome into any neighborhood where they shall 
next assemble for field instruction. The company of En- 
gineers who have been at work for a month on the ma- 
neuver grounds at Manassas have won the hearty good 
will of the community. Their behavior has been above 
reproach and they have set an example which we earnest- 
ly commend to the State troops who are soon to gather 
on that historic field. There is no cause for apprehension 
as to the conduct of the Regular troops. They know their 
duty, they understand the regulations, and may be count- 
ed upon to behave themselves in a manner that will offer 
no ground for complaint. Upon the extent to which their 
influence and example shall control the behavior of the 
State troops will depend in large degree the educational 
value of the forthcoming maneuvers. For while a steady 
increase in the physical strength and efficiency of the Na- 
tional Guard is greatly to be desired, it would be of lit- 
tle real value unless supplemented with a corresponding 
advance in discipline, ‘morale and diligence along the 
lines of the Regular Army system. One thing for every 
cuardsman who goes to Manassas to keep in mind is that 
lL» will be subject to Army discipline and Army regula- 
tions, and if he will only study and carefully obey the 
nfty-fourth, fifty-fifth, fifty-sixth, sixty-third and seventy- 
lirst Articles of War he will be secure against the temp- 
tations which most frequently lead the citizen soldier into 
trouble.

RUSSIA AND ENGLAND. 

The small influence cabinets and counsels, ministers, or 
even sovereigns, have in determining the question of 
peace or war once more finds illustration in the experi- 
ences of England and Russia during the past week. The 
steamships St. Petersburg and Smolensk of the Russian 
‘olunteer fleet, in company with the armed guard-ship 
Chernomoretz, slipped through the Bosphorus in the guise 
of merchantmen and after passing the Dardanelles 
mounted cannon and proceeded through the Suez Canal 
o the Red Sea, where they held up the German steamer 
Prinz Heinrich on July 15 and confiscated two sacks con- 
taining mail for Nagasaki, Japan. After overhauling 
this mail, to discover whether it contained any contra- 
band communications, the bulk of it was transferred to 
the British steamer Persia, which was forcibly detained 
for an hour in the Red Sea by the Smolensk for this pur- 
pose. The British steamers Woodcock and Dalmatia were 
also detained in the Red Sea for three hours, as also 
the Waipara, to which was entrusted a message for the 
British Consuls at Suez and Port Said, to the effect that 
the Russians would seize any British vessel bound for 
the Far East if its cargo was not shown clearly on the 
manifest, according to international law. A third British 
steamer, the Allenton, was seized on the ground that she 
was loaded with coal for Japan. 

A more flagrant offense to the British flag is found in 
the seizing of the P. and O. steamer Malacca and putting 
her into the hands of a prize crew to be taken into a 
Russian port for condemnation as a lawful prize of war. 
This last act has awakened a storm of indignation which 
threatens war and must result in war, unless Russia with- 
draws from the position she assumes: that she was au- 
thorized to send out in the garb of merchantmen ves- 
sels detained in the Black Sea, under the treaty forbid- 
ding the exit of war vessels, arm them at sea and proceed 
to exercise the belligerent right to detain and search such 
foreign merchantmen as cannot satisfy Russian naval 
officers that they carry no contraband of war. English 
public sentiment is unanimous in denouncing this act and 
demanding that Russia be called promptly to account. 

The London Standard, which is considered to speak by 
authority, says: “It is obvious that if the volunteers 
passed the Dardanelles as merchant vessels they cannot 
be allowed to scour the Red Sea as warships. The doors 
of the Black Sea must either be open or shut. If open 
to warships, they must be so to all warships. If the 
Russian fleet is to be permitted to emerge in violation of 
treaty provisions, the British fleet must be allowed to en- 
ter upon these terms. It is no secret that we have not 
been unwilling to remove the existing veto of the Dar- 
danelles and enable those straits to be traversed by the 
navies of all nations. If this country were capable un- 
der any circumstances of tamely enduring so grave an 
injury to the most vital of its interests and so great an 
insult to its honor, we should have forfeited our claim to 
be a great nation. In any circumstances we think it may 
be assumed that the Malacca will never be navigated by a 
prize crew to any Russian port. She is watched, if not 
actually stopped, by British warships, and she will, in 
any case, be restored to her owners long before she can 
be taken through the Dardanelles or navigated to Libau.” 

All of the London papers are in accord with these sen- 
timents and no ministry could maintain its hold for a day 
in England which should put itself in opposition to such 
a united and indignant public sentiment as has manifest- 





ed itself. It can hardly be assumed that Russia has a 
desire to provoke a war with England, and it is shrewdly 
surmised that her purpose has been to incite England 
to take the very action she has taken, with a view to cov- 
ering Russian exports of contraband of war to the Far 
East. 

It would be difficult, however, for England to show 
that Russia has not acted within her right and quite as 
difficult to cite any high-handed interference with liberty 
of commerce at sea for which British action in like cases 
does not furnish a precedent, The Malacca was bound for 
a port of one of the belligerents, Yokohama, and she con- 
fessedly carried supplies of ammunition, but it is alleged 
in London that this ammunition, instead of being con- 
signed to Japan, was destined to be dropped en route 
at Hong Kong and that it was the property of the British 
Government, bearing the mark of the broad arrow. Pre- 
cedents would indicate that this is a question to be set- 
tled in a prize court. 

There will be a great gain to the commerce of the world 
if England can be brought to accept the doctrine that 
neutral ships make neutral goods. It would be difficult 
to show that belligerents really gain anything from the 
right to detain merchant vessels and search them for con- 
traband of war and to compel them to go before a prize 
court when the presumption is against them. Whatever 
gain there may be it is, in the case of nations at all evenly 
matched in power, neutralized by the fact that the enemy 
is equally at liberty to take advantage of it. 

The question of Russia’s right to slip her armed vessels 
out of the Black Sea in the clandestine way she did may 
come up for settlement later on. For the moment it is 
overshadowed by the more immediate question of the re- 
lease of a British merchant steamer of an important pas- 
senger and freight line, declared to have been seized as 
an act of flagrant aggression and unlawfully detained. 

There is a loud demand in England for the seizure 
of the Malacca én route to port; but supposing the Rus- 
sian ensign having her in charge with his prize crew 
should refuse to yield at the demand of some British na- 
val officer? Will a British man-of-war sink an English 
ship, or how otherwise can it compel a surrender? Fir- 
ing on a vessel bearing the Russian flag would be in it- 
self an act of war. 

Rear Admiral Charles Rae, Engineer-in-Chief of the 
Navy, has received the applications of twelve officers 
who desire engineering duty, but in many cases the offi- 
cers are on a foreign station and are obliged to complete 
their cruise before they can be assigned to this duty so 
that the Bureau still finds itself greatly in need of offi- 
cers. According to the plan approved by Secretary 
Moody the eight additional officers were to be assigned 
to engineer duty as soon as possible. From the appli- 
cations submitted the Engineer-in-Chief of the Navy 
will make his selections as soon as he has the opportunity 
to study the qualifications of the several applicants. 
An illustration of the embarrassment which the short- 
age of officers for engineer duty frequently entails is to 
be found in the recent changes following the assign- 
ment of Comdr. J. R. Edwards to the navy yard, Ports- 
mouth, New Hampshire, where he goes to relieve George 
B. Ransom, who, in turn, has been ordered to the navy 
yard, Mare Island to relieve Comdr. A. F. Dixon who 
is to succeed Commander Perry in the Bureau of Steam 

Ungineering when the latter retires. The Department 
has been forced, and with regret, to decline the request 
of Cammander Ransom for even a short leave of absence 
for the reason that neither at Portsmouth nor at Mare 
Island have the engineer officers any assistant, and con- 
sequently they must be on the ground all the time. 
Meanwhile the Bureau of Steam Engineering is one 
officer short and it is only by the hardest kind of labor 
that the work can be prevented from falling behind and 
even the most energetic efforts in this direction are some- 
times of no avail because of the rapidly increasing 
amount of work which this bureau is called on to per- 
form. 








Capt. J. E. Pillsbury, Acting Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, has under consideration the advisability of 
making further restrictions against the enlistment of 
aliens in the Navy. In furtherance of this policy of 
Americanizing the Navy this tentative regulation has 
been prepared for the consideration of the Secretary: 
“Hereafter no aliens will be enlisted in the naval ser- 
vice of the United States except those who may be en- 
titled to re-enlistment under the provisions of the law 
relating to continuous service and excepting those who 
may be enlisted in the messman branch to fill vacancies, 
but to serve elsewhere than on that station.” 

Another of the almost innumerable acts of gallantry 
performed by Army officers in the course of the long and 
difficult campaign in the Philippines has received official 
recognition in an order issued by Major General Wade, 
commanding the Philippines Division and included under 
our Army heading this week, publishing the name of 
Lieut. Col. James 8S. Pettit, U.S.A., for gallant and meri- 
torious services May 2, 1902, while major 1st U.S. Infan- 
try, serving as adjutant general of the field forces, 7th 
Brigade, under Major Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., in 
the Lake Lanao Expedition against the Moros in Minda- 
nao, “in volunteering and joining the assaulting troops 
when the action was hottest, and in caring for the wound- 
ed under fire.” It was an interesting feature of the Phil- 
ippine campaign that after the Northern islands of the 
archipelago were pacified, a vast amount of heart-break- 





ing work remained to be done among the irreconcilable 
and warlike non-Christian tribes in Mindanao. The 
prosecution of that work tested to the utmost the cour- 
age, training and endurance of the troops engaged in it, 
and presented scores of acts of individual heroism by 
both office?s and men, some of which have been described 
by Lieutenant General Chaffee as unsurpassed in the his- 
tory of warfare. Among those who shared in the hard- 
ships, as well as in the valorous achievements of that ar- 
duous éfiterprise, was Colonel Pettit, whose gallantry 
has now, to the delight of all who know his splendid 
qualities, received the official recognition which is justly 
his due.

The removal of the case of Lieutenant Drury and Pri- 
vate Dowd, 9th Inf., on a writ of certiorari to the United 
States Supreme Court for review, was on motion of the 
Attorney General at the request of the Secretary of War. 
The case is now in Attorney General Moody's hands and 
at the proper time he will call on the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army through the Secretary of War for 
such assistance and information as he may desire. This 
is of far-reaching importance, because of the principle in- 
volved, which is whether an officer of the Army or a pri- 
vate of the Army is subject to trial in the local or Fed- 
eral Court. The Judge in the United States Circuit Court 
held that Lieutenant Drury and Private Dowd could be 
tried in the local courts. It is the opinion of the Judge 
Advocate General of the Army and of other high officials 
of the Army and Navy that a Federal court is the 
proper place for the trial of Army and Navy officers who 
are protecting Federal property, and the result of the 
transfer of the case to the Supreme Court is awaited with 
interest. It will of course be shown that Lieutenant 
Drury and Private Dowd were defending Government 
property when they apprehended the thief, for the culprit 
was endeavoring to steal from the arsenal at Allegheny, 
Pa. Both officer and private are on bail and there is no 
time yet set for the hearing of the case, which will be 
heard in its regular turn. 








July 14 the Comptroller of the Treasury rendered a de- 
cision approving the decision of the Auditor of the Navy 
Department that Capt. Samuel C. Lemly, retired, while 
serving as Judge Advocate General of the Navy, received 
the highest pay of a captain in the Navy as the law re- 
quires, and that he is “not entitled to increased pay au- 
thorized by the acts of May 26, 1900, March 3, 1901, to 
the officer of the Navy and of the Marine Corps on duty in 
Alaska, the Philippine Islands, Guam or elsewhere be- 
yond the continental limits of the United States, during 
the time covered by his claim, as it nowhere appears 
that he was at any time on duty or detailed for duty or 
performed any duty outside or beyond the continental 
limits of the United States.” In concluding his opinion 
the Comptroller says: “I am of the opinion that the 
pay of the Judge Advocate General of the Navy is $4,- 
500, as fixed by the acts of June 8, 1880, and June 15, 
1896, supra, without the additional ten per cent, provid- 
ed for special services in the acts cited by the Auditor 
and the decision of the Auditor is hereby approved.”

Upon the appeal of Surg. Henry G. Beyer from the ac- 
tion of the Auditor for the Navy Department in disallow- 
ing him in settlement commutation for quarters from Au- 
gust 23, 1908, to January 8, 1904, amounting to $216, 
which had been paid him by the paymaster, the Comptrol- 
ler of the Treasury Department has affirmed the decision 
of the Auditor. It appears that Surgeon Beyer during 
the period mentioned was either at his home at Portland, 
Me., awaiting orders, or traveling in obedience to orders ; 
and while so traveling he received reimbursement for ex- 
penses, which included the expense of board and lodging. 
The Comptroller adds that his office has always held that 
an officer is not entitled to commutation for quarters 
while he is at home even when performing duty there and 
he therefore affirms the decision of the Auditor. 








Elsewhere in these columns we publish the full text of 
the speech of Secretary Morton at a banquet given in his 
honor by the Merchant's Club of Chicago on the even- 
ing of July 16, which is virtually the first public expres- 
sion of his views as to the character and purpose of the 
United States Navy. Mr. Morton's remarks show that he 
believes in a vigorous policy of naval expansion, that he 
is in full accord with the most ardent advocates of the 
rehabilitation of the merchant marine, and that he may 
be counted upon to co-operate in all proper efforts to ad- 
vance our naval and commercial interests. There is a 
tone of robust Americanism in his utterances which Navy 
officers and all other patriotic citizens will note with 
hearty approval.

At the earliest opportunity Rear Admiral George A. 
Converse, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, will 
visit the proving ground, Indian Head, Maryland, for the 
purpose of inspecting the work now in progress there. 
There is nowhere in the Navy more activity at the pres- 
ent time than at the naval proving ground, and nowhere 
are experiments being conducted of such far-reaching and 
immediate importance to the Service as those in progress 
there with various kinds of smokeless powder and with 
other ordnance materials about which the Bureau of Ord- 
nance desires further knowledge, based not on the re- 
ports of foreign navies, but on experiments conducted by 
the officers of the American Navy. On July 21 a test of 
a 5-inch plate was had at the proving ground. 
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THE MANASSAS MANEUVERS. 

Col. Henry O.°S. Heistand, Military Secretary's De- 
partment, and Capt. James A. Moss, 24th Inf., A.D.C., 
returned to Governor's Island on Tuesday, July 19, after 
an inspection of the ground selected for the fall ma- 
neuvers ueur Manassas, Va. The maneuver field in- 
cludes fifty square miles of territory in Prince William 
County, Virginia, extending from the hamlet of Thorough- 
fare east to Bull Run. Headquarters will be established 
about a quarter of a mile southwest of Gainesville, Va. 
The forces participating will be divided into two main 
camps, each to consist of about 12,000 troops, both Reg- 
ular Army and militia of all arms. 

Maneuver camp No. 1 will be located about two and one- 
half miles northwest of Manassas. Camp No. 2 will be 
about one mile west of Thoroughfare. Brig. Gen. Fred- 
erick D. Grant, U.S.A., will be in command of No. 1 
camp and Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., of No. 2. 
Other general officers participating in the maneuvers 
will be Generals Barry, Bliss and Wint. Col. A. L. 
Wagner will be chief umpire. 

None of the residents inside the maneuver area have 
refused to sign leases. ‘There was some apprehension 
felt when the matter was first taken up with the prop- 
erty owners that their private property would be dam- 
aged or molested, but the officers in charge of the ar- 
rangements were able to allay any fears that existed by 
informing the residents of the good character of the Regu- 
lar Army for which they were able to vouch and also 
by assurances that the militia of the various States was 
made up of representative citizens with reputations to 
maintain and that there was no ground for believing 
that they would conduct themselves differently when 
away from home. 

It is earnestly hoped that the assurances of good con- 
duct given by Colonel Heistand and Captain Moss will 
be made good by the actions of the participating troops, 
as it is believed that the question of holding future ma- 
neuvers will be largely determined by the behavior of 
the citizen soldiers at Manassas. As an evidence of the 
confidence that can be reposed in the Regular Army, a 
company of engineers has been roaming at will over the 
maneuver field for the past six weeks and not a single 
complaint has been received from a resident ; on the con- 
trary, the men are on the best of terms with the property 
owners, 

That the maneuvers are popular with the National 
Guard is attested by the fact that as soon as organiza- 
tions have been designated to take part, applications 
for enlistment have come in to such an extent that 
many applicants have been necessarily rejected. 

The Southern Railway is making ample provisions of 
sidings and storage tracks at both main camps for 
handling troops and supplies. 

A board consisting of Generals Grant, Barry and Bliss 
have been on the maneuver field the past week formu- 
lating problems to be worked out by the troops. It is 
understood that the two camps will be maintained dur- 
ing the maneuver period as hostile forces, liable to at- 
tack at any time, and approaching as closely as possible 
to the conditions prevailing in actual warfare.

Advance and 
rear guards (three problems), July 12 brigade drill: July 
13 attack and defense of intrenched position (entire 
force). July 14 contact of opposing forces (two bri- 
gades) acting as advance guards and imaginary divisions;

18 deployment of a division. Sundays, July 10 and 17, 
were devoted to divine service with band concerts in the 
afternoon of the 10th and a division review in the after- 
noon of the 17th. The Idaho National Guard were to 
break camp July 18, and the remaining troops were to 


have a brigade drill. July 20, the Oregon and Wash. 
ington troops were to break camp and drills were pre. 
scribed that day for the remaining troops, the Regular 
troops breaking camp Thursday, July 21. 

Circular 1 prescribed the rules governing the tactica) 
exercises, and Circular 2 for the instructions for the 
maneuvers compiled mainly from those formerly pre. 
pared for the 1903 maneuvers. G.O. No. 2 prescribed 
the dress, place, ete. In this last all officers of the Regu- 
lar service were ordered, so far as practicable to furnish 
visiting National Guardsmen with desired information 
concerning organization, encampment, necessary sanitary 
precautions, ete., to enable them to make satisfactory 
reports to their several States. 

The troops were divided into two forces, Brown and 
Blue. The Browns wore the field service uniform, oliye 
drab or khaki, and the Blues substituted for the blouse 
the dark blue flannel shirt (with insignia of rank for 
officers on collar). 

The target competition began July 6. The 19th In- 
fantry team was composed of Capt. T. G. Lawton, 
captain; 1st Lieuts. L. J. Mygatt and G. M. Allen: ist 
Sergt. W. G. McCracken; Sergt. Lewis Broyer; Cor.

CAMAPAIGNING IN MINDANAO, 


Camp Marahui, Mindanao, P.1., May 26, 1904. 

The long-talked of expedition to Taraca has at last 
became a thing of the past. General Wood organized 
and led an expedition against the Sultan from Apri! 1 
to 10. As a result the cottas and suppiles of Taraca 
are destroyed, many of his fighting men are no more 
and the Sultan and the remainder of his followers sre 
scattered throughout the mountains. There is really no 
Sultan of Taraca. Taraca is the name applied to a 
large area on the eastern shore of Lake Lanao, compris- 
ing nearly all the territory lying between the shore and 
the mountains, about eight miles inland. It is all an 
awful swamp but an excellent rice and fruit land. It 
is the home of the Maciu tribe of Moros—the largest 
and strongest division of the lake Moros. The Sultan of 
Maciu is their chief. He has worked in opposition to 
the Americans since their first coming and harassed 
them in every way. He has lost no opportunities to fire 
on small hunting or peace parties, to assassinate, to 
steal and to send insulting messages to the authorities— 
both military and civil. He has resisted every effort of 
the Americans to organize a government among the 
Moros and has incited and held back those who were in- 
clined to be friendly. Every effort was made to win him 
ever. He was invited in for conferences frequently and 
assured of our friendly intentions and goodwill. 

Finally, patience was exhausted, and he was given a 
ten-days notice that he must present himself by March 
31. This he failed to do and invited the Americans to 
come out and fight him, calling them all sorts of insult- 
ing names as he had frequently done before. Then Gen- 
eral Wood started his expedition out. Colonel Maus 
went in boats across the lake from Marahui with two 
battalions of the 22d Infantry and two troops of the 14th 
Cavalry, dismounted. General Wood started out by 
land at the same time from Camp Vicars with six com- 
panies of the 17th Infantry, one battalion of the 23d 
Infantry and two sections of Gatley’s battery of moun- 
tain artillery. The 22d Infantry also had two Vickers- 
Maxim guns mounted in their boats. Colonel Maus was 
to have landed to the south of their main cottas near the 
mouth of the Taraca river and General Wood was to 
have arrived from the east at the same time. This 
would have put the river on the north of the Moros and 
lake on their west. But General Wood met with oppo- 
sition all along from the day he left Camp Vicars and 
was thereby delayed a day in his arrival at Taraca. 

Colonel Maus could not hold off, because he was at- 
tacked and vigorously opposed in his landing. He had 
two men of the 22d Infantry wounded there and buried 
sixty-five Moros. In all the numbers of Moros killed 
that follow, the number buried by the Americans is 
meant. Many more were killed. They carried off all 
of their wounded and some of their dead. From that day 
to the day they returned they had more or less fighting 
each day. During the next three or four days the two 
forces operated together. They carried and destroyed 
every cotta in that region and killed about a hundred 
more Moros. One man of the 17th Infantry and one 
of the 23d Infantry were killed. Two of the 17th, one 
of the 23d and six of the 22d Infantry were wounded, 
generally in the hand to hand fighting with knives. 

One Hospital Corps man was stabbed while binding 
the wounds of a Moro. Some of these cottas were 
wonderfully strong and ingenious in their defences, 
especially that one occupied by the Sultan of Maciu 
himself. They were surrounded for quite a distance with 
hidden traps—large deep holes covered over with living 
shrubbery and filled with water, with sharpened bam- 
boo spears in the bottom pointing upwards, almost as 
hard and as sharp as steel. A man falling into one of 
these would be pierced through. Then came a ditch 
filled with water and more bamboo spears, from twenty 
to fifty feet wide and eight to twelve feet deep. Some- 
times there were two lines of ditches. Then a sod par- 
pet, loop-holed, ten to twelve feet high, six to eight feet 
thick at the base and two to three at the top, surmounted 
by” bamboo palisades and abatis. On the top at inter- 
vals they all had lantacas mounted—they are all making 
good relics now. 

After all the cottas that could be reached had been 
destroyed and every living thing driven to the mountains, 
the command split, General Wood going back to Camp 
Vicars by land by a different route and Colonel Maus 
returning to Marahui by land. via Ramaien, who had 
been whipped by the 1st Battalion of the 22d Infantry 
in January. Neither command met very much opposition 
on its return. Near Ramaien a detachment of the 22a 
Infantry was fired on. They killed eleven of the attack- 
ing Moros. One man of the 22d Infantry was drowned 
near the mouth of the Ramaien river. 

The ladies of the camp had an experience during this 
expedition that does not often befall ladies, and one 
that they will never forget. Neither will they ever forget 
the night in February when the camp was attacked. 
From Signal Hill, on the south flank of the camp, one 
could see and hear nearly all that was going on over on 
the other side of the lake. So every morning there were 
excursions of wives to the top of Signal Hill. For sev- 
eral days they could hear the booming of the guns and 
see the smoke of burning cottas. Not to many women is 
it granted to hear the din and see the smoke of battle. 
And let it be recorded that they are a brave lot. None 
of them became panicky even though each knew not but 
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that the report of each gun heard had laid her husband 
iow. And every night there was a boat in with the 
wounded or a dead soldier—sometimes more than one. 
All the dead and wounded were brought here, so for 
several days there was a funeral every morning. Church 
call, the funeral march, the volleys and taps, unfor- 
tunately, grew to be very familiar. 

When the troop split and left Taraca, F and G com- 
panies of the 22d Infantry were left there, Captain 
Wheeler in command, to prevent the Macius from re- 
occupying that territory. They found a number still 
hiding about there. On April 12 they found twenty- 
eight Moros hiding in a cotta that had been overlooked 
before, it being hidden out in a swamp in bamboo. They 
were called upon to surrender and did so. They were 
then ordered to lay down all their arms, which they ap* 
parently did. But when Captain Wheeler and a small 
detachment approached them, they whipped out small 
daggers that had-been concealed in their turbans and 
hair and made a desperate rush, wounding Captain Wheel- 
er and Corporal Heyvelt of Company F. They were all 
then killed. Captain Wheeler and the Corporal were 
brought here. On the 14th, after much suffering, Cap- 
tain Wheeler died and the United States Army lost one 
of its bravest, most zealous and most efficient officers. 
Both officers and men of the regiment loved him. All 
who knew him mourn his death. He was unmarried 
but leaves a stricken mother, to whom our sympathy is 
extended. 

(he 22d Infantry now keeps a garrison of two com- 
panies at Taraca. A and D companies relieved F and G 
on April 14. On the 25th these two companies were 
fired on by a small party. They killed four of them. On 
April 28 B and C companies relieved A and D. On 
May 11 they made a hike back into the foothills where 
no troops had been before, where many of the Moros 
driven from the Taraca district were supposed to be 
hiding, and where some little Sultan, who refused to be 
reconstructed, was daring them to come and fight him. 
They went, drove him out and destroyed thirteen cottas. 
Number of killed is unknown. Our casualties were 
Artificer Heyne, Co. B, cut through the foot by falling 
into one of their man traps. I and K companies re- 
lieved these two companies on the 14th and L and M 
ure to go over to-morrow. 

During the time when we were receiving the dead and 
wounded from Taraca, Second Lieut. Harry Parshall, 
2d Inf., died of heart trouble. He had been in poor 
lealth for some months and was advised last fall to 
remain in the States. But no one suspected heart 
trouble and he was gritty and wanted to go with his 
regiment. In December he was sent to Manila, sick. 
ile returned here to duty apparently in better health 
‘han he had been in for some months, but he soon began 
to show signs of failing health again. Still no one sus- 
pected his trouble and he manfully stuck to his post of 
duty. On the afternoon of April 8 he was taken to the 
jospital and died suddenly that night. He leaves a bride 
of eight months in the States to mourn his death and we 

\l sympathize with her deeply. 

This makes three oflicers we have lost since the begin 
ning of the year—Second Lieut. C. W. Flake, killed in 
ection at Ramaien on Jan. 22; Second Lieutenant Par- 
shall and Captain Wheeler. The regiment mourns their 
leath and feels the loss keenly. 

But now, at last, this Lanao country is cleaned up 
pretty thoroughly and we anticipate peace, quiet and 
pleasant service here for some time to come. We feel 
that we have made a good job of it at a great cost and 
have earned a rest. Major R. L. Bullard, 28th Inf., the 
(jovernor of the Lanao District, has recently been 
organizing and putting in motion a form of civil govern- 
ment among them. He has met with great successs 

verywhere. Even most of the leading men of the 
Macius (the old Sultan excepted), have learned a bitter 
lesson, seen the uselessness of resistance and the error 
of their ways and are now coming into the fold, 
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WAR NOTES. 


There has been much debate in professional circles as 
io whether the injuries inflicted by the Japanese upon 
the Russians at Chemulpo were produced by shrapnel or 
explosives. A correspondent of the London Mail cites the 
evidence of Dr. Wada, staff surgeon in the Japanese 
navy, who dressed the wounds of Russian sailors in the 
provisional field hospital at Chemulpo. Dr. Wada says 
that what he extracted were fragments of shell, taking 
from one wounded Russian 120 pieces ranging from the 
size of a full grown pea to that of a pinhead. In operat- 
ing on twelve sailors he found no piece more than three- 
eighths of an inch in size and no shrapnel bullets. The 
wounds were not difficult to heal, and if a man was not 
killed outright he had a very good chance of escaping 
unhurt or with only very slight wounds. In these Shi- 
mose loaded shells it is the explosive itself which 1s 
meant to kill, and the function of the shell is simply to 
convey the explosive to the place’ where it shall act. Shi- 
mose powder is not very different from lyddite or meli- 
nite, but is more explosive, having force enough to over- 
come the velocity of the shell. The radius Dr. Wada 
does not know, but it is not great.. One shell blew an 
officer and a petty officer to atoms and by the force of 
the explosion tore the flesh from the lower part of the 
legs of two sailors. Dr. Wada says: “In many cases 
the fragments of shells had carried with them pieces of 
clothing, which often caused suppuration of the wounds 
before they could be extracted. To avoid that, as far as 
possible, I am going to propose that it be made a rule in 
our navy that every man when a fight is expected shall 
have his body well washed and his clothes disinfected. 
Happily it is a rule with our men, in the army as weil 
as in the navy, always to go to battle in their newest 
and cleanest uniferms. This is not for any sanitary con- 
siderations, but it works the right way all the same. We 
Japanese used to say that as we always fight like gentle- 
men, we will also die like gentlemen, and dressed like 
gentlemen.” 

Two opinions as to the character of Russians have 
found expression through the press which are so unlike 
that it is difficult to reconcile them. G. W. Hutton, of 
Baltimore, who lived in Russia from 1868 to 1882, as 
American Vice Consul General, lays the blame for Rus- 
sia’s military failures and the corruption in her military 
service on the officers of the army. The men are brave 
and can generally be relied upon, though they are born 
pilferers. The officers, he declares, are not only corrupt 
but incompetent. They are too much bent on catering 
to their own pleasure to study their profession; they are 
not students and they despise work. They are good-na- 
tured, kind-hearted and even generous and it is upon this 
quality that another observer, Charles E. Hand, writing 
in the London Mail, dwells. In traveling half way 
around the world with Russian officers Mr. Hand found 
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them to be splendid fellows, great, grand, big- 
hearted, full-blooded men. He says: “The Russian offi- 
cer is a gentleman. But what is more, he is a gentleman 
au naturel. He is a man as well as a gentleman, and 
his gentlemanliness is of the rich lustre of the polish that 
only a rough surface can take. He is without a trace of 
affectation or pose. In all the Russian officers I have 
met I have never encountered a single example of the 
dandy—the curled darling of the fashionable regiments 
of the ornamental armies.” The Russian officer, Mr. 
Hand adds, is very much like the Amgrican Army officer. 
“When you are introduced to him—and even when you 
are not—he grips you by the hand in the heartiest way, 
tells you his name, joins with the most perfect frankness 
in whatever discussion is going, without the slightest 
trace of affectation or self-consciousness. He has a 
healthy hunger at meal times, and whether the food be 
good or bad—in the Far East it is almost invariably bad 
—he eats it all. When he takes a glass of vodka or wine 
he drinks it at a draught. When he laughs it is great, 
healthy, hearty laughter, and when he is angry it is great, 
healthy, hearty anger that he shows. A cheerful, healthy, 
hearty, full-blooded man, getting all there is out of life—- 
a good lover, a good hater, and a fine fellow all round. 
You see him at his best, perhaps, when he is with other 
officers on account of the perfect camaraderie and en- 
tire absence of restraint that mark the social intercourse 
of officers of all grades.” But of the Russian officer as 
a fighting man, Mr. Hand says: “I am unable to speak, 
because I know nothing. He is too good a man to be 
anything but a good soldier—of that I am certain.” It 
will be observed that it is to-the Russian as an army offi- 
cer that the criticisms of Mr. Hutton apply.

HIGH EXAMPLES OF JAPANESE COURAGE. 


One of the most dramatic stories of Japanese courage 
in the present war is published in Le Petit Temps 
of Paris by a correspondent to whom it was related by a 
Russian sailor who claimed to have been a witness of 
the event. It concerns the execution of two Japanese 
army officers whom a Russian court martial had con- 
demned as spies and sentenced to death. 

“When the trial began,” says the narrator, “the ac- 
cused officers gave their names without hesitation. 
‘Tehomo Jokoka, forty-four years of age, colonel of the 
General Staff, graduated with honors from the Military 
High School of Jeddo,’ said the elder of the prisoners, 
a short stout man with a strong face. 

“*Teisko Jokki, thirty-one years of age, captain, at- 
tached to the General Staff,’ said his companion, who 
was taller and more slender in figure than the other, with 
angular features and a very dark complexion, casting a 
slightly disdainful glance around the courtroom, ‘Budd- 
hist,’ he added after a moment’s silence. 

“*And you, colonel,’ asked the president of the coun- 
cil; ‘you are of the same religion as your fellow prisoner?’ 

“*No, president; I am a Christian.” And observing 
the astonishment produced on every one by this declara- 
tion, he hastened to add: 

“‘*But I am a true Japenese, born of Japenese par- 
ents. Only in my youth I was captivated by the gentle 
teachings of Christ, and | became a convert to Luther- 
anism.” 

“When the verdict of guilty was announced and the 
death penalty prescribed, the condemned officers were 
unmoved. The sentence was approved by General Kuro- 
patkin, but to spare the feelings of the victims he 
ordered that they should be shot instead of hanged. When 
the General’s order was read Colonel Jokoka merely said 
‘It is well; I am ready.’ The Captain said nothing, but 
his face wore an expression of haughty indifference. 
Colonel Jokoka asked permission to write to his family; 
then he embraced the Captain. 

‘“*I die more tranquil than you, Colonel,’ said the 
latter. 

“*Why do you say that? 

“*T have fulfilled my duty to my country and to the 
Deity. You have done yours to your country only.’ 

“*What do you mean, Captain? 

“*T have reflected a good deal on what you have said 
to me about Christianity. You are always vaunting its 
superiority. Well, I think you are not in accord with 
Christ; while I have nothing to reproach myself with.’ 

“*Perhaps you are right, captain. And I, I have 
a favor to ask of you. Give me your authorization to 
perform the first truly Christian act which it has been 
given me to perform during my life. You know I have a 
number of Chinese banknotes, to the value in all of about 
a thousand Russian rubles. Well, I desire to send this 
money to the commandant, to be given to the Russian 
Red Cross for the poor wounded among our enemies, 
Do you consent to this gift?’ Jokki reflected an instant. 

“*T have always had a great affection for you, Colonel, 
and if it will give you pleasure, I am quite willing that 
you should give this money to our enemies.’ 

“*When the commandant came for the prisoners, 
Colonel Jokoka gave him a bundle of white banknotes 
with red signs, saying: 

‘““ ‘There are here about a thousand rubles, and we 
beg you to give them to the Russian Red Cross.’ 

“ ‘But would it not be better for me to send this 
money to your families? 

“‘Oh no,’ cried both of the condemned men together. 
‘The Mikado will not forget our wives and children.’ 

“ ‘Do not refuse us this satisfaction,’ said Jokoka. 
‘Distribute this money among the Russian wounded.’ 

“The commandant again urged the officers to let all 
they should leave behind them be sent to Japan. 

“Jokki appeared to hesitate for a moment; he looked 
at his companion in misfortune, who reiterated his 
desire to make this compensation for the evil he had 
done on this earth, and the Captain bent his head in 
acquiescence with the wish of his brother in arms. 

“The Russian commandant yielded, and asked the two 
Japanese if there was anything in which he cou!d be 
of service to them. 

“ ‘T should like to have a bath, if it were posible,’ 
said the Buddhist. ‘After that we shall be at your 
orders.’ 

“A bathroom being an object of luxury unknown at 
Harbin, the commandant caused tubs of water to be 
brought and ordered the sentinels to go to one side, so 
that the unfortunate men might be able to perform their 
ablutions at their ease. 

“The want of a bathtub was felt much more keenly by 
the Buddhist than by the Christian colonel, whose desire 
was to see a priest before going to execution. As there 
was no Lutheran pastor, the chaplain of the regiment 
was sent to him. The Colonel begged the priest to read 
to him the Sermon on the Mount. The chaplain read 
in Slav, and Jokoka followed the text in his Japanese 
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Bible, which they had left him in prison. When they 
came to the words: ‘For if ye love them which love you, 
what reward have ye? And if ye salute your brethren 
only, what do ye more than others?’ he closed the book, 
folded his hands and cast down his eyes for a moment 
while his lips moved. 

“ ‘Jokki,’ he said, ‘you are right; you will die more 
tranquilly than I, for I have never felt more keenly 
than now how little in accordance my life has been with 
the teachings of Jesus.’ 

“The two Japanese officers arrived at the place of ex- 
ecution, impassive as ever. Still, it could be seen that 
the Colonel was a prey to painful reflection. 

“Both of them ihehted cigarettes and asked that they 
should not be bound to the stakes. The commandant 
took two handkerchiefs from his pocket and handed them 
to the Japanese officers. 

“The Colonel bound his eyes himself; Jokki disdain- 
fully refused to do so, saying he desired to see how they 
maneuvered. 

“A dozen soldiers were posted in front of the Colonel, 
a dozen others in front of the Captain. 

“ ‘If you have pity for these two unhappy men,’ said 
the commandant to the platoon detailed for the execu- 
tion, ‘aim straight at the heart—death will then be in- 
stantaneous.” 

“The soldiers fired. : 

“Jokoka went to the left; Jokki without having winked 
an eyelash, fell forward. 

“Both .had been killed instantly; our good soldiers 
had had pity for them.” 





RIGHTS TO QUARTERS. 


The relative rights of a veterinarian of Cavalry or 
Artillery and a contract surgeon are outlined in an 
opinion rendered by the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army, General Davis, on July 18. The occasion for the 
opinion was the question which recently arose in assign- 
ing quarters to a veterinarian and a contract surgeon. 
Each claimed preference in the assignment. In his en- 
dorsement the Judge Advocate General says: “A vet- 
erinarian of Cavalry or Artillery is a member of the 
military establishment and a rt of the legal organiza- 
tion of the Cavalry and Artillery arms as prescribed in 
the acts of February 2, 1901, (31 Stats., 708), and March 
2, 1901, (Ibid. 901) ; and a veterinarian is inducted into 
office by an exercise of the appointing power by the 
Secretary of War which is evidenced by an appointment 
in writing signed by that officer. A contract surgeon is 
a civilian employee, whose services are obtained by 
means of a contract signed by the Surgeon General as 
the representative of the United States, and who is 
authorized by law to exercise control over enlisted men 
of the Hospital Corps and enlisted patients who are un- 
dergoing treatment in a hospital to the charge of which 
he has been assigned by proper military authority. But 
neither a veterinarian nor a contract surgeon is a com- 
missioned officer, and neither possesses military rank in 
the sense in which that term is used in the laws and 
regulations governing the choice and assignment of 
quarters. 

“Both have a right to quarters: the contract surgeon 
to the quarters of a 1st lieutenant by virtue of the terms 
of his contract, and the veterinarian to those of a 2d 
lieutenant by virtue of section 20 of the Act of February 
2, 1901; but as there are no incidents of office in common, 
it is impossible to say that one has precedence of the 
other, or that either have rank in the sense in which the 
term is used in the regulations governing the assignment 
of quarters. It can only be said with certainty that, if 
certain quarters are assigned to Ist lieutenants and cer- 
tain others to 2d lieutenants, the contract surgeon is en- 
titled to a set of the former and the veterinarian to a 
set of the latter; but a contract surgeon cannot express 
a preference in a request for assignment, until officers 
holding commissions as ist lieutenants have had quart- 
ers assigned them; and a veterinarian can make a similar 
expression of preference only when officers holding com- 
missions as 2d lieutenants have been regularly assigned 
to quarters. 

“Yor the reasons above stated, if a veterinarian or a 
contract surgeon are members of a board, the designa- 
— of a recorder should be made by the convening au- 
thority.”

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Owing to the fact that all the private docks at New 
York having the necessary dimensions were occupied, 
the United States Government on July 18 granted per- 
mission to the Cunard Steamship Company to place its 
steamer Slavonia in the large drydock at the New York 
Navy Yard. to be cleaned and painted. This privilege 
was granted on condition that the steamship company 
should pay all costs of docking and be responsible for 
all accidents that might happen either to the vessel 
or the dock. 

Bids were opened at the Navy Department on July 19 
for five 300 horsepower boilers to complete the power 
plant at the navy yard, Washington. Following are the 
bidders and their respective bids: The Stirling Com- 
pany, Chicago, wrought steel, $42,372, with brick con- 
struction, and $39,044 without brick construction; A. 
D. Granger & Company of New York, the McMaull 
boiler, $56,460 and $51,835; the Babcock & Wilcox Com- 
pany, New Jersey, wrought steel construction, $44,518 
and $41,258; cast steel, $41,518 and $38,258; Aultman 
& Taylor of Philadelphia, cast steel, $42,250 and $38,- 
750; the Oil City Boiler Works, Legary boiler, $46,300 
and $41,170. 

Lieut. David F. Sellers, of the Bureau of Navigation, 
left Washington July 18 for San Francisco with a draft 
of 200 men for the training ship Buffalo and fifty men 
for the Boston. He will return to the Navy Department 
immediately and assume command of the Macdonough 
in August. 

The Navy Department is informed that the tompede 
flotilla, Decatur, Dale, Chauncey, Barry and ai 
bridge, have taken their departure from Hong Kong for 
Shanghai. These vessels have been recently in dock at 
Hong Kong, and it is understood that they will visit 
various ports during the next few months, including 
Yokohama and probably Kobe. They will not be likely 
to go to sen much during the typhoon season, but will be 
kept pretty busy at other times, 

Orders have been issued by the Navy Department to 
the Hartford, directing her presence at Boston during 
the G.A.R. Encampment. e Hartford will be aec- 
companied by the torpedoboat destroyers Hopkins, Hull, 
Truxtun, Whipple and Worden, vessels on the practice 
cruise with midshipmen from the Naval Academy, 

Following no less than six years of continuous and 
hard service, the Zafiro has recently been placed » nw 
commission at the Cavite Naval Station. The 
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was built in Aberdeen, Scotland, by Hall, Russell & 
Co., and has been employed as supply vessel and collier. 

Lieut. Comdr. ety P. Jones, U.S.N., who has been 
ordered to command the Scorpion, will relieve Lieut. 
Comdr. Clifford J. Boush, U.S. "The Scorpion, = 
is performing duty as tender to the Battleship Squadro: 
of the North Atlantic Fleet, is a converted gunboat of 
850 tons displacement, has twin wir and possesses 
engines capable of developing 2,800 I.H.P. 

The Pennsylvania State Schoolshi Saratoga has 
sailed from Philadelphia on her first pean cruise. 
The Saratoga has on board eighty boys who will be en- 
abled to see something of Gibraltar, Algiers, Naples 
and the Madeira Islands. The old craft is commanded 
by Comdr. George F. W. Holman, U.S.N., retired. The 
other officers of the vessel are graduates from the Sara- 
toga. 

Orders have been issued by the Navy Department as- 
signing the Chicago to duty as the flagship of the Paci- 
fic fleet, taking the place of the New York, the last 
named ship having been ordered to proceed to New York 
Navy Yard for duty on the North Atlantic Station. 

The new armored cruiser South Dakota was launched 
at the Union Iron Works, San Francisco, on July 21, 
with brief but impressive ceremonies in the presence of 
a large gathering of spectators. The invocation was de- 
livered by Bishop Nichols, of California, and Governor 
Herried, of South Dakota, “followed with an eloquent ad- 
dress. The vessel was christened by the Governor’s 
daughter, Miss Grace Herried. 

Last week a collision occurred between the U.S. Navy 
tug Apache, trying to make a landing at Pier 6, East 
River, and the tugboat Henry McCord, leaving the pier 
above with a lighter in tow. The tide was running swift- 
ly, and before the Navy tug could be stopped she had 
crashed into the stern of the other, opening a big hole. 
Water poured rapidly into the hold of the McCord, and 
within four minutes of the time she was struck she set- 
tled in thirty feet of water. The Navy tug was not dam- 
aged. The tug’s crew jumped into the river and the 
Navy tug started to the rescue of the men, all of whom 
managed to keep a hold on pieces of wreckage and one 
by one they were picked up. 

The new German battleship Schwaben, while on her 
trial trip July 18, ran aground near the Island of Feh- 
marn, damaging seventy feet of her bottom. She pro- 
ceeded to Kiel under her own steam, and was there 
docked for repairs. 

A Portland, Me., despatch of July 18 says: “The Unit- 
ed States revenue cutter Woodbury and the harbor steam- 
er Sebascobegan, of the Portland and Harpswell line, 
were in collision in a fog in the harbor to-day. Both were 
damaged. Captain Morrill, of the Sebascobegan, had a 
narrow escape. ‘The steamer’s passengers were trans- 
ferred without confusion to the cutter and brought to this 
city. The steamer was brought in by a tug.” 

Bids were opened in the Bureau of Ordnance of the 
Navy Department on July 19 for seventeen sets of 12- 
inch gun forgings, one set of 10-inch and twelve sets of 
8-inch gun forgings. The bidders were the Midvale and 
the Bethlehem Steel companies, the bid of each being 30 
cents per pound.

INSPECTION OF THE PENNSYLVANIA DIVISION. 


G.O. No. 2, A.G.O., Hd. Ins. N. Guard of Penn., Harris- 
burg, June 27, 1904, publishes the results of the inspection 
of the several oganizations of the National Guard and 
Naval Force of Pennsylvania. 

Frank G. Sweeney, 1.G., says: ‘“‘While improvement is 
reported in many organizations, the inspectors again com- 
ment upon the fact that few commands have profited 
by the criticisms contained in previous reports. 

‘rhe condition of Battery C is not satisfactory and its 
disbandment is recommended if it does not ke a 
better showing. Both divisions of the Naval Force 
passed fairly satisfactory inspection. 

Major and Inspector Charles H. Worman reports a 
general improvement throughout the First Brigade ex- 
cept in the School of the Soldier, which is being slighted. 
“This,” he says, “is evidently our weak spot. What we 
need is less company and more squad drill.” It is recom- 
mended that an officer be detailed to instruct the non- 
commissioned officers and that they impart the 
knowledge thus received to the squads. The company 
officers, With few exceptions, are fairly well posted 
in extended order, advance and rear guard and out- 
post duty. 

rhe setting-up exercises are not properly taught and it 
is recommended that bayonet exercises be substituted. 
They are far more beneficial as calisthenics, would 


familiarize the men with the weight, balance and use of 
the rifle and would incite greater interest. The men 
should receive instruction in the component parts and 


nomenclature of the rifle. Major Worman says: “‘Nearly 
ali the companies presented themselves scrupulously neat 
and tidy in appearance, and especially was this marked 
in the ease of Co. K, First Regiment. A splendid com- 
pany with efficient officers. It was a sincere pleasure to 
me in having as a fellow worker, the able, courteous and 
genial representative of the War Department, Brig. Gen. 
Chambers McKibbin, U.S.A., who was present at each 
ompany inspection.”’ 
Brig. ng Teemdere McKibbin, U.S.A., reports of the 
First, Second, Third and Sixth regiments of infantry, 
Troop A, First Troop and Second Troop, First Brigade, 
“General appearance. condition of uniforms and arms, 
excellent. The whole equipment is exceptionally good.” 
of the First Infantry, General McKibbin says: “Of 
this regiment I can safely say that it is the best I have 
ever seen in the National Guara of this or any other 
Colonel Bowman devotes more time by far than is 
usual, and certainly has his reward in the remarkably 
fine condition of the organization as a whole. The zeal 
and efficiency, both of officers and men, is marked. The 
discipline is exceptional.” ; 

rhe pressing need of the Second Infantry is material 
for good non-commissioned officers. The officers are very 
well instructed as well as earnest and pains-taking 
The inspection reports of last year indicate a marked 
improvement. The Third Infantry can be relied on for 
zeal, efficiency and reliability in domestic emergencies, 
iso the Sixth, which suffers for want of proper quar-

ters. 

Major Samuel W. Jefferis, L.G., Second Brigade, reports 
eeneral improvement in the brigade. The Manual is 
not as good, owing to a change in the rifle. It would be 
hard to excel Company M, Sixteenth, Capt. John W. 
torland and Co. B, Fifth, Capt. Hugh 8. Taylor. The 
other good companies of the brigade are D of the Fifth, 
land A of the Tenth, D, B and A of the Fourteenth, E, 
G and B of the Sixteenth and F and K of the Eighteenth. 
The poor companies are E and G of the Fifth, K of the 
Sixteenth and H, I and G of the Eighteenth. All these 
how lack of drill, especially in the school of the soldier, 
ind the non-commissioned officers’ school. Some non- 
commissioned ofhcers do not know the difference between 
ihe fixed and movable pivot. 

Capt. Peter C. Harris, 9th Inf., U.S.A., inspecting 
ifficer, reports on the different regiments in substance

“Fifth regiment: General appearance, Co. B, excel- 
lent; A, D, very good; C, B, F, G, H, good. Condition 
/ uniforms and arms and whole equipment: B, excel- 
ent; D, F, very good; G, good; A, uniforms very good, 
irms serviceable; C, uniforms very good, arms good;

©, D, F, are commended as very efficient organizations 
nd H as efficient. The officers of B are especially com- 
mended for their work. The captains of A, C, are con- 
lemned as too old for active service.

Tenth Infantry: General appearance of all except E 
ery good, of E, good; condition of uniforms, arms and 
whole equipment: A, excellent, B, E, H, very good; C, 
ood; D, 1, uniforms very good, arms and equipment ex- 
client; K, uniforms very good, arms serviceable but 
usty. Drill and discipline: A, B, D, 1, very good; H. K, 
sood: C, E, fair. Cos. A, B, D, H, I and K, are com- 
mended as very efficient organizations. C and E would 
so with good officers. There are no lieutenants in 
‘ and the captain is too old; the lieutenants of E do not 
‘now their duties. 

Fourteenth Infantry: General appearance, condition of 
iniforms, arms and equipment, I, excellent; A, B, D, E, 
, G, H, very good, arms in H excellent. Drill and dis- 
cipline: D, I, very good; A, B, E, F, G and H, good. All 
ff the companies are very efficient. The armories of 
>, F and H are too small. The officers of D and I ap- 
peared enthusiastic in their work and deserve great 
credit for what they have accomplished. 

Sixteenth Infantry: The general appearance, condition 
of uniforms, arms and whole equipment in all the com- 
panies of this regiment were very good. Drill and dis- 
cipline in B, C, E, F, G and M were very good; in A, 
D, H, I and L, good; in K, fair only. K is an efficient 
organization; the other companies very efficient. M is 
one of the best drilled and most efficient organizations 
in the State, the character of the men being excellent, 
and they displaying the greatest enthusiasm in their 
work. ‘The armories of A, B, C, D, F, G, I, K, L and M 
are alf too small. 

Eighteenth Infantry: General appearance and condition 
of uniforms C, D, FE. F, L. very good. A, appearance 
and arms very good and uniforms good; B, appearance. 
uniforms and equipment, good, arms very good; G,

The officers 
of the Battery deserve great credit for the work accom- 
plished. Armory too small. 

Reporting on the Third Brigade, Major William P. 
Clarke, inspector, says: “During this tour of duty I was 
accompanied by Major Chase W. Kennedy, i6th U.S. 
Inf., who, at the same time, made the annual inspection 
required by the War Department. The commanding 
officer of the Department of the East could have found 
no man better fitted for that duty. The presence of 
Major Kennedy seemed to inspire the men to renewed 
efforts to accomplish satisfactory results and he was ever 
ready to explain points which various officers had found 
difficult. The brigade would consider itself fortunate to 
have him assigned to inspect it again. The condition 
of the brigade was, on the whole, very gratifying, ex- 
cept in the matter of guard duty. Apparently too little 
attention is paid to it. Aiming and firing drill is also 
neglected. ‘Inspection Arms’ was faulty in 80 per cent. 
of the companies. All of the non-commissioned officers 
of Co. K, 12th regiment, and all but the first sergeant 
of Co. D, were profoundly ignorant of their business. 
One lieutenant who was intoxicated on inspection was 
forced to resign. 

The barrels of many rifles were badly pitted through 
neglect to clean them after firing with smokeless powder. 
It is recommended that each company procure at least 
six copies of the “Handbook for Non-commissioned 
Officers of Infantry,’ by Capt. M. B. Stuart, 8th United 
States Infantry, a very valuable little book for non- 
commissioned officers’ schools and one which commis- 
sioned officers could study with profit.” 

Major C. W. Kennedy, 10th Inf., U.S.A., inspector, re- 
ports that the general appearance of the Third Brigade 
was good though much below the standard of the Regular. 
Army. Tho> rifles were generally well cared for and in 
good condition, though the necessity for cleaning them 
does not appear to be understood. 

Col. Sheldon Potter, Chief of Ordnance, reports that 
Battery C has made but slight inprovement, showing the 
defects in elementary matters which have been gone over 
again and again. It has so varied an armament that it 
is impossible to drill with it. 

Battery B showed the most careful work and earnest 
study on the part of officers and men. The improve- 
ment in every branch was marked. The setting-up exer- 
cises, facings, salutes and all the elementary work was 
particularly satisfactory. 

The reports are followed by tables showing the relative 
standing of the several companies. 


ENCAMPMENT OF SOUTH DAKOTA GUARD. 


The annual encampment of the ist Brigade National 
Guard of South Dakota opened June 23, 1904, with the 
arrival of Co, B, 2ist U.S. Infantry at the reservation, 
and during that day and the following the companies 
from the different parts of the State arrived, and by the 
evening of the 24th, there were present on the grounds 


two regiments of Infantry (the 2d and 3d), one squadron 
of Cavalry and a battery of field Artillery of the National 
Guard besides the company of Regular Infantry that had 
been ordered to participate in the exercises, 

The reservation of about 100 acres, which is owned by 
the State and is about four and a half miles from Water- 
town on the banks oi Lake Kampeska, a most beautiful 
body of water in the center of a great prairie over 
which a brisk wind constantly blows. A more delightful 
location for the camp could not be imagined, and though 
the State has owned the property but a short time, al- 
ready a number of improvements have been made, in- 
cluding buildings for storage, headquarters, offices, etc., 
and an excellent water system, 

On June 2% the real work of the Guards commenced 
and was continued unabated until the end of the en- 
campment. From reveille in the morning until parade 
at sunset, drills were almost continuous and from the 
first great improvement was noticed. 

The company of Regulars were used largely as in- 
structors, men from it being detailed with the different 
organizations. Guard was mounted twice daily in order 
that all might have an opportunity to receive some in- 
struction on this important duty. An old and experi- 
enced sergeant was detailed to instruct guard details 
and sentries. The entire company of Regulars was di- 
vided into guard details and illustrations of guard mount- 
ing given three times during the week. Dress parade 
was held each evening, the parade being led by the 
Regulars who received much applause on account of their 
perfect alignment, neat appearance, perfectly fitting uni- 
forms and their soldierly appearance, as well as by the 
clock-like precision of their movements. The 24 Regiment 
was also much admired, its evolutions being performed 
with a precision closely approaching that of veterans. 

On June 3 the last exercise, a tactical one, took place. 
The brigade was divided into two forces, the object of 
each being the occupation of Watertown. While in a 
few minor instances inexperience was manifested, the 
manner in which this exercise was planned and the de- 
tails of the execution of the various movements showed 
military talent of a high order on the part of the militia 
officers, 

Of the different departments of the Guard the medical 
appears to be the most imperfectly equipped. Especially 
marked is the need of a regularly organized hospital 
corps. Their field supplies are inadequate and appear to 
be furnished without method or object in view. A chest 
similar to the “Medical and Surgical Chest for detached 
service,”’ used in the Regular Army, would fill a much 
felt want. Emergency cases and Hospital Corps pouches 
should also be on their list of supplies. 

The Commissary Department is open to criticism. The 
writer believes the unlimited and unrestricted issue of 
food components to State troops to be inadvisable. These 
troops should be subsisted on the Army ration while in 
camp and thus become in a measure familiar with its use. 
It is true that during the week each year while in camp 
they would not fare so well, but it is better to have 
poorly fed men for a week or two in time of peace, “if 
by so doing we are teaching them to care for and use 
the ration upon which they will have to subsist if called 
into active service. It is believed that had the officers, 
cooks, and those connected with this department of the 
volunteer troops in 189 been familiar with the principles 
of Army mess management much of the suffering, dis- 
satisfaction and scandal might have been averted. 

It is also believed that the plan of having Regular 
troops participate in these encampments is an excellent 
one, and if in annual maneuvers the regular and State 
troops were associated more intimately it is thought that 
much good would result. 

The idea of detailing picked men for duty with militia 
organizations yielded excellent results at Watertown and 
if it were practised at maneuvers, it is believed that stil! 
greater benefit would be derived. Thus, a number of 
officers and men could be spared from each regular regi- 
ment and attached to militia commands, preferably one 
officer and three or four men to each company and their 
places filled by guardsmen. In the Medical partment 
the same plan could be carried out. 

There was some apprehension as to the relations that 
would exist between the Regulars and the militia at 
Watertown. But from the beginning they were most 
cordial, and when camp was broken on July 1, the only 





regret ¢@ was that the pleasant intercourse be- 
tween the two branches was so soon at an

Major General Roe of New York has issued instructions 
to the National Guard relating to the making of a 
blanket roll, adapted from the Manual of Instruction 
fo’ the use of cadets at the U.S. Military Academy: 

ine Division National Guard of Pennsylvania will be 
inspected under the supervision of the Inspector Gen- 
eral at the annual encampment to ve held at Gettys- 
burg, July 23 to 30, 194. The Annual Rifle, Revolver and 
Carbine Competitions for 1904 will be held upon the State 
Range at Mt. Gretna, beginning Aug. 8, under the direc. 
tion of the General Inspector of Rifle Practice. Each 
regiment of infantry, the battalion of State naval 
militia and each troop of cavalry shall be entitled to on 
team of four men and one reserve. Only the lation 
U.S. magazine rifle or carbine, caliber .30, and the regu- 
lation U.8. Army Colt or Smith & Wesson revolvers, 
caliber .38, can be used. 

The annual cruise of the New York naval militia will 
be held July 23 to 31. About 460 members of the two bat- 
talions will proceed on the Dixie to Buzzard’s Bay, where 
the command will go into camp. The Massachusetts 
battalion will be encamped there also, and the two State 
bodies will alternate in daily ship duty aboard the 
Dixie. The Aileen, the converted yacht of the Second 
Battalion, will participate in the tour of duty. 

The polo team of Squadron A, N.G.N.Y., will play the 
following games at Van Cortlandt Park: July 20, Rumson 
vs. Squadron A; July 30, Staten Island vs. Squadron A; 
Aug. 2, Staten Island vs. Squadron A. It is intended to 
play two distinct teams of Squadron players in these 
matches. It is also planned to play return matches upon 
the respective grounds of these visiting teams. 

The officers of the Ist Battery, N.G.N.Y., Capt. Louis 
Wendel, will hold a “grand summer nights festival” at 
Fort Wendel, 1Mth street and Amsterdam avenue, New 
York, on Aug. 3. Lieut. 8. Elkan is chairman of the 
committee in charge. 

First Lieut. Daniel Wolff of Co. D, 224 N.Y., who hag 
been nominated for captain vice Serrell, resigned, joined 
the regiment as a private in 1885 and served in the regi- 
ment in the Volunteer Army in 1898. He is known as a 
progressive young officer. 

The following organizations of the New York National, 
Guard have been designated to perform a tour of duty 
on the U.S.S. Dixie, beginning July 23 and continuing 
nine days: ist and 2d Battalions, Naval Militia, 24 Sep- 
arate Division, Naval Militia. 

Adj. Gen. Nelson H. Henry, N.G.N.Y., has issued as 
G.O, 2, a convenient manual giving rules for the manage- 
ment of the U.S. Magazine rifie, caliber 3. G.O. 27 
publishes the changes that have occurred since April 30 
in the National Guard and Naval Militia of New York. 

The ist and 24 Battalions of the 6th Regrmeut, 
N.G.S.N.Y., of Buffalo, will engage in the ta t practice 
at Fort Niagara. By order of Colonel Welch the ist 
will report Aug 6 and the 2d Aug. 13. The regiment will 
have for the field service new uniforms. They are olive 
drab. 

The camp of instruction for the Ist ~~ - Artillery of 
Massachusetts, opened at Fort Rodman, July 9, with the 
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arrival of the first section of the regiment under com- 
mand of Col. James A. Frye. The detachment was made 
up of Batteries D, F and G, of Boston, H, of Chelsea, 
and F, of Taunton, and I, of ssrockton. Officers and men 
were somewhat surprised at the transformation that has 
taken place at the reservation since the regiment was 
there two years ago, the entire tract of land at the fort 
having been cleaned up and made into a beautiful parade 
ground. At the fort the detachment received a cordial 
welcome from officers and men of the Regular Army sta- 
tioned there, and Captain Walke, commander of the 
post, and his officers assisted materially in making the 
visit of the troops pleasant. Lieutenant Stevens, com- 
manding the Signal Corps of the Brigade, M.V.M., 
with a detachment of his men, was present. The several 
batteries of the regiment had instruction in handling and 
firing the heavy guns, as well as Infantry drill, guard 
duty, ete., and made an excellent showing. 


SICKNESS ON THE KEARSARGE. 

For some unaccountable reason no word has been re- 
ceived at the Navy Department regarding the sickness 
prevalent among the officers of the battleship Kearsarge, 
flagship of the North Atlantic fleet, which is now at Tri- 
este, Austria. It has been reported for several days in 
the press dispatches and apparently on reliable authority 
that a number of the officers of that ship were suffering 
from a fever which had been variously diagnosed as ty- 
phoid and malarial fever. Some of the officers were said 


to be so ill that it was necessary to carry them to hos- 
pitals ashore for treatment. Indeed a dispatch printed 
on July 21 stated that at a meeting of the fleet medical 
board the cases of several of the officers of the Kearsarge 
were diagnosed as genuine typhoid fever, contracted from 
the ice purchased for the use of the flagship while at Pi- 
raeus during a temporary breakdown of the ice machine. 
There have been many anxious inquiries at the Depart- 
ment regarding the correctness of these reports, but at 
the Bureau of Navigation, as late as the evening of July 
20, no word regarding the sickness had been received from 
the commander-in-chief of the fleet or from any one in 
the fleet. It was stated that it was customary in case of 
any serious sickness for the commander-in-chief to re- 
port the cases promptly to the Department and it was 
further declared that when the cases were taken ashore 
this fact was, according to the invariable custom, prompt- 
ly reported. It is possible that the officers in command 
have not thought it of sufficient importance to report, 
but there are high officials at the Department who are not 
disposed to share in this opinion. 

In the New York Herald of July 20 it is stated in a 
dispatch from Trieste: “Illness prevailing in the Ameri- 
can fleet, and particularly in the flagship Kearsarge, has 
reached such dimensions and rumors in circulation are so 
extravagant that it seems advisable to state the sanitary 
situation as fully as possible at this early stage of the 
disease, though some of the officers would not seem to 
share in this view. Lieutenant Clement of the Kear- 
sarge and an ordinary seaman, James T. Foley, of the 
Maine, have typhoid fever and have been taken on shore 
to a Maddalena hospital, seriously ill, though more com- 
fortable, and have a better chance of recovery than they 
had while on board. Major Williams, of the Marine Corps, 
Lieutenant Hudgins, Ensign Timmons and Chaplain 
Isaacs, all of the Kearsarge, are ill, but by no means seri- 
ously, of fever which gives indications of typhoid and 
enteric, which, however, it is still hoped, may prove only 
malarial fever. Six other officers and men are under 
close observation because of the high temperatures they 
show. Ensign Timmons is being nursed on shore in a 
private sanitarium by his wife, who is a daughter of Sen- 
ator Fairbanks. The authorities here are acting in an 
exceedingly kindly and sympathetic spirit which is great- 
ly appreciated. In addition to those mentioned, Lieuten- 
ant Hudgins, Capt. Dion Williams, fleet marine officer, 
Lieutenant Commander Willets, a fleet engineer, and two 
more sailors have been taken on shore to the Maddalena 
hospital, where they enjoy every care. Lieutenant Clem- 
ent continues to have dangerously high temperature. This 
*pidemic of illness is ascribed to the drinking waters at 
Athens.” 

In a dispatch of July 21 it was stated: “All the ill 
American officers are doing well to-day. No new cases 
of typhoid fever have developed. The fleet medical boara 
met this morning and pronounced all the fever cases pure 
typhoid. The doctors of the shore hospital agree with 
the diagnosis, but say that only in the cases of Lieuten- 
ants Clement and Hudgins and Ensign Timmons are the 
symptoms so pronounced as to admit of no mistake. All 
the six officers now ill belong to the ward room of the 
Kearsarge, for which the ice machine having broken down, 
shore ice was bought at Athens. The disease has been 
traced to this source by the doctors. Great relief is felt 





throughout both squadrons that there is no new outbreak 


of the disease either on the Kearsarge or the other ves- 
sels. The fact, however, is that a great number of offi- 
cers and men are run down and would be hardly able to 
cope with the weakening disease.” 

The battleship squadron will leave Trieste on June 24 
for Fiume and from there will go on to Gibraltar. It is 
generally believed that the European squadron will be 
ordered to Turkish waters in a short time, because of the 
neglect which has characterized the treatment of the 
American Minister at the Porte. 

The Bureau of Navigation on July 22 cabled an inquiry 
about the sickness on board the Kearsarge at Trieste.

THE DEFENSES OF PORT ARTHUR 

Translated in the Second Division, General Staff, from 
La France Militaire for July 5, 1904. 

Translator’s note: While the following description 
may well describe the normal defenses of Port Arthur, it 
is quite possible that the latter has been further strength- 
ened, since hostilities began, by more extensive intrench- 
ments, and by the addition of naval or seacoast guns. 

According to the German military journal, Reichswehr, 
the following is the complete organization of the Port 
Arthur defenses : 

The perimeter of Port Arthur may be divided into 
seven sectors, of which four face the land and three the 
sea. The first land sector, beginning on the East, is 2.6 
kilometers in length, and commands the crest of Rilung- 
chan, called by the Russians “the Drakovy position.” Its 
principal point of support on the flank is a large fort, lo- 
cated at a height of 450 feet, to which is attached two 
seacoast batteries. 

Looking northward are two large and seven small 
works. In this sector are eighty pieces of artillery, of 
which there are two of 28 centimeters, thirty-two of 22.8 
centimeters and forty of 15 centimeters, which fire to- 
wards the east, the northeast and the north. For the 
most part they are imbeded in concrete. The principal 
works are closed and are protected against escalade. 

The second sector of the land front occupies the sum- 
mits of the Itchan hill, and comprises five forts. This 
group of works dominates the high plateau, located north 
of the city, and has as its principal object to prevent the 
preceding (first) sector from being taken in reverse or by 
the left flank. It was in fact here that in 1894 the Jap- 
anese attacked the flank of the Rilungchan forts, after 
having discovered that the defending artillery had an in- 
sufficient fire to the front. 

The third sector of the land front comprises the heights 
to the west of the town—that is to say, the Sunchan 
hills. The works with which they are provided are locat- 
ed with a view to preventing the turning of the preceding 
group. It is the least secure point of the defenses, be- 
cause the hills are narrew and low, and are separated 
from each other. This sector, which has an extent of 3 
kilometers, comprises six closed works, and numerous 
open gun positions. It has about sixty pieces of artil- 
lery of average caliber. 

The fourth sector of the land front extends from the 
southern extremity of the Sunchan hills to the hill called 
White Wolf Hill, at the southwestern extremity of the 
peninsula, It thus closes the circle of the land side. 

As for the sea-front, its principal group (fifth sector) 
has its base on the Zolotaia Gora (Golden Hill), the sum- 
mit of which is 400 meters high. At its foot is one bat- 
tery, and five other coast works farther east, constituting 
the group, which fires on the outer roadstead and the en- 
trance to the harbor, with four 30.5 centimeter and four 
28 centimeter guns, thirty-two pieces of ordinary caliber, 
and forty-eight rapid-fire guns. 

The second coast group (sixth sector), which is that 
of the Tiger’s Tail, and which comprises three large con- 
crete works equipped with twenty-seven guns of large 
caliber, fire towards the east and sotitheast. 

Finally, the seventh sector is made up of two or three 
coast batteries, established in the direction of White Wolf 
Hill, and equipped with mortars of six pieces each.

M. B.—Suppose a squad (alone) was marching in 
line of skirmishers, and the command “halt’”’ was given, 
and next the command “kneel” and then fire so many 
volleys, after which the command “forward, march” 
was given, and after marching so many yards, the com- 
mand “halt’’ was given again, should the men kneel on 
latter halt without command “‘knee!l?’’ (2). Suppose a 
company was drilling in Manual of Arms by number, 
and the loading and firings were given, would loading and 
firings break (or cease) numbers? (3). Suppose a man 
was standing at the “order arms’ and the command “pre- 
sent arms” were given, would all four fingers be in front, 
while coming to present, or just the two, as at order? 
Answer: (1). The squad would not kneel at each halt un- 
less cautioned to kneel upon halting, see par. 622, D.R. 
(2). Loading and firing, being part of the Manual of 
Arms, would not break the numbers, and while the 
various motions are not recognized by numbers or 
cadence, the instructor may use them in the School of 
the Soldier. (3). Close observation shows that the ma- 
jority of men do not change the fingers of the right 
hand in coming from the order to present until the hand 
quits the piece to regrasp it at the stock.

Fort Assinniboine, Mont., July 12, 1904.
